BRYAN NOT A CANDIDATE. 


So Says Close Political Friend in News- 
paper Article. |

OMAHA, Jan. 13.—‘‘ Delegate at large 
from Nebraska and not a candidate for the 
nomination for the Presidency ”’ will be the 
position of William J. Bryan in the next 
Democratic National Convention, according 
to an editorial article which will appear in 
The World-Herald to-morrow morning. The 
article is written by R. L. Metcalfe, Bryan’s 
steadfast supporter and political friend.

resistible impetus. But a quiet, subtle, and 
hardly perceptible ebb set in yesterday, and 


to-day it is running hard. 

That the ebb was due to the influence of 
the New York politicians who have been 
here is certain. The Parker boom rests 
wholly on the assumption that New York 
is for him, and if it turns out at any time 
that that is not the case the boom will be 


killed. 
The New Yorkers said nothing against 


the boom and some of them declared that 
they favored Parker, and yet the belief 
became widespread among the Southern 
and Western politicians that New York 


does not want him. 

Representative Henry D. Clayton, the 
National Committeeman for Alabama, in 
discussing the subject to-day declared it to 
be his belief that the New Yorkers were 
putting Judge Parker forward prinicpally 
for the purpose of shutting out some other 
boom, and that they were not sincere in 
their Parker talk. The same view is ex- 
pressed by others. There are many who 
differ from Clayton and hold that New 
York is putting Parker forward, no to shut 
off some other boom, but to conceal the 
candidacy of some one whom New York 
will name at the proper time. The advo- 
cates of both theories, however, unite in 
the belief that the Parker talk in New 
York is merely a blind. 

Charles F. Murphy’s opinion was eagerly 
sought, but he declined to give it, and his 
attitude toward Judge Parker did more 
than anything else to hurt the boom. 

Senator McCarren said he was for Parker, 
‘but-an uncomfortable impression of insin- 
creity was left upon the minds of the com- 
mitteemen. Some of them who do not 
know much about New York politics think 
McCarren fs sincere and is at odds with Mr. 
Murphy about f. ‘Those who are better 
acguainted with the Empire State smile at 
the suggestion of a dispute between Murphy 
and McCarren on. such a subject. 

Most of thé Visititig politicians have left 
for their homes, sare with them dis- 
trust about New York’s attitude. Unless 
New York soon declares unmistakably for 
Judge Parker considerable damage will be 
done to his candidacy, and even an out- 
spoken declaration would have to be ac- 
companied with affidavits to overcome the 
impression that has been produced. 

ne of the visiting politicians told Mr. 
Murphy that Henry Jatterson had de- 
clared for Mayor McClellan as a Presiden- 
tial candidate. The unconcealed pleasure 
with which Mr. Murphy received the news 
Was remarked upon as significant. 

The name of Mr. McClellan has been re- 
poatedly heard about the corridors of the 

horeham and the Capitol ever since the 
Parker set-back became evident. Whoever 
New York's candidate may be, the belief is 
growing that it will not be any of the three 
or four men whose names have been most 
prominently mentioned in connection with 
the nomination. 

The Southern and Western willingness ‘to 
let New York name the candidate is as 
strong as ever. Nearly every politician in 
Washington who makes a declaration for 
Parker couples it with thé>-assertion that 
his State will drop the Judge if it appears 
that any other candidate is stronger in 
New York. 

Fears about the Hearst boom have not 
been materially decreased by Senator Gor- 
man’s victory in sending the convention to 
St. Louis. Mr. Hearst had intended to es- 
tablish a newspaper in’ Boston, and the 
plant is ready. He has issued orders to 
ship it to St. Louis, and it will be in course 
of publication within a month. 

It would be a mistake to suppdse that 
Hearst’s boom rests solely on the power of 
money, though men on his pex roll are in 
évidence everywhere and all the time. .:e 
has ¥ the backing of the whole element 
which stampeded the Chicago Convention 
of 1896 after Bryan’s ‘Cross of Gold” 
speech. Every radical and labor agitator 
in the country is fighting for Hearst with 
the conviction that if victory is not secured 
now, the conservatives will control the 
Democratic Party for years to come. 

Representative James M. Robinson of In- 
diana, who comes from a labor district and 
is in touch with the union sentiment, has 
from the first appreciated the strength of 
the Hearst boom. He has undertaken to 
impress on his colleagues the existence of a 
powerful and constantly growing Hearst 
organization. His views have been gener- 
ally derided, but to-day the conviction is 
gexeral that Robinson was right. 


McCARREN TALKS PARKER. 


National Committeeman Taggart Said 
to Have Gone to Albany to 
See Judge Parker. 


Although Charles F. Murphy did not re- 
turn from Washington last night, several 
National Committeemen arrived in more or 
less complex states of mind concerning the 
outcome of the Democratic National Con- 
vention to be held in St. Louis on July 6. 
Among the first were Thomas Taggart, Na- 
tional Committeeman from Indiana, and 
Daniel J. Campau, Committeeman from 
Michigan. 

Mi. Taggart early in the afternoon left 
the Hoffman House and did not return at 
night. It was said on good authority that 
the two men had gone to Albany hurriedly 
for a talk with Judge Alton.B. Parker. 
It was learned that a meeting had been ar- 
ranged over the long-distance telephone. 

Senator Patrick H. McCarren got back 


from ‘Washington yesterday, and declared 
that he had failed to find much talk con- 
cerning any one for President save Judge 
Parkef. 

“TI talked with pretty much everybody 
there,”’ said the Senator, ‘“‘and to my mind 
the drift was all to Parker. He has shown 
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in Town.—

M’CLELLAN NOT ELIGIBLE? 


Cornell Professor Questions Whether 
He Is a Natural Born Citizen.

ITHACA, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Cuthbert W. 
Pound, Professor of Constitution Law at 
Cornell, expressed the belief to-day to his 
classes that it is very doubtful whether 
Mayor McClellan is eligible to the office of 

President of the United States. 

He brought out the point in interpreting 
the meaning of the Constitutional provision 
which says, “‘ No person except a natural- 
born citizen shall be eligible to the office of 
President.”’ 

He remarked the fact that: Mayor Mc- 
Clellan was born in Dresden. Congress has 


provided. said he, that a childsthus born 
in a foreign land of American parents, citi- 
zens of the United States, is a citizen of the 
United States. Whether he is a “ natural 
born citizen” or. only a “naturalized ” 
citizens is a question which the Supreme 
Court has never passed upon. 


OLNEY SENTIMENT IN OHIO. 


Conference of Leaders to be Called

day: ‘*‘ There was a strong Olney sentiment 
at that meeting. I spoke in his favor, and 
so did Mr. Clarke.”’ 


HOTEL ROOM AT ST. LOUIS. 


There Are 173 Public Houses There 
Now, with Prospects of an Increase.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 13.—The Colisseum, se- 
lected by the National Democratic Com- 
mittee as the place for the Presidential 
convention next July, is a large hall at the 
north end of the exposition building. It 
occupies two-fifths of the big building and 
is 189 by 818 feet and 84 feet high, with a 
single span trussed roof, and no column or 
other obstruction. The seating capacity is 
7,000, but arrangements can be made to 
seat 12,000 for convention purposes. There 
is an arena of 112 by 222 feet. 

The choice of this city for the convention 
makes the city’s hotel accommodations of 


immediate moment. There are now 1738 of 
these hostelries, large and small, in the city, 
with a chance of the number being in- 
creased to 250 before the exposition opens. 
Those now in-use have a total capacity of 
about 10,300. The most important of them 
are the Planters, Southern, and Lindell, 
which will accommodate about 1,000 each, 
and the Monticello, with room for 900. The 
others can provide for from 25 to 600 each. 
A —— list of the hotels just com- 
leted or nearing completion embraces the 
efferson, with room for 1,600, and the 
Hamilton, with room for 1,000. ‘ 


WRECK ON LONG ISLAND ROAD. 


Passenger Train Leaves Spreading Rails 
—Passengers Unhurt, but Traffic 
is Blocked. 


BABYLON, L. IL, Jan. 13.—The Amagan- 
sett express of the Long Island Railroad, 
east bound, in charge of Engineer Murray 
and Conductor Olin and consisting of the 
engine, baggage car, parlor car, smoker, 
and one ordinary day car, this afternoon 
jumped the track at Belmont Junction, a 
mile west of here. The three passenger 
cars were well filled. 

The heavy rain had washed out some of 
the ballast and the rails spread after the 
engine had passed. The tender left the 
rails, as did all of the cars. They bumped 
along the ties for several hundred feet, and 
the passengers were thrown into a panic. 
All the cars remained upright, and thére 
was no loss of life. The rails were ripped 
up for a distance of more than 200 feet, and 
when the train stopped the cars were across 
the roadbed at different angles. 

The wreck blocked the road beyond this 
point and the east-bound night trains were 
forced to use the central road across the 
island and then transfer passengers east- 
ward again. The passengers on the wrecked 
train were cared for by a special, which 
was made up here and run down to the 
scene of the wreck. It will be morning 
before the road is cleared. A few mo- 
ments before the accident the west-bound 
Montauk express had passed the scene. It 
was traveling at a high rate of speed and 
had@ it left the rails it probably would have 
been ditched. 


MISSING HUSBAND DIVORCED. 


Mrs. Whitlock of Middletown, N, Y., 
Gets a Decree—Husband Dis- 
appeared in 1902.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Mrs. 
Maude D. Whitlock obtained an interlocu- 
tory decree of absolute divorce from her 
husband, Philip Whitlock, to-day in the 

Supreme Court. 

Mr. and Mrs. Whitlock’s wedding in 1900, 
was one of the social events of the year 
here. Mr. Whitlock, who has wealthy rela- 
tives in Brooklyn, conducted a printing and 
bookbinding establishment here, and was 
supposed to be well off. In August, 1902, 
he disappeared. His stenographer had left 
town shortly befdre. 

Mrs. Whitlock, with no practical knowl- 
edge of business, took the large business in 
hand and has conducted it since very suc- 
cessfully. She is a daughter of State Elec- 
trician Davis. 

Miss Edna Shipman of New York City, 
testified to-day that on Nov. 8, 1902, she 
had seen Whitlock and a heavily veiled 
woman on a boat going from Norfolk to 
Old Point Comfort, Va.

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DELAYED BY STRIKE 


Tile Layers-Go Out and 3,000 
Other Employes May Follow. 


SUBWAY WORK MAY BE | 
| 


Ultimatum Sent to Employers That Four 
Non-Union Workers Must Go or Gen: 
eral Tie-Up Will Result. 


The work on the rapid transit subway 
now nearing completion is threatened with 
serious delay through a general strike 
scheduled to take place at noon to-day on 
the Fifty-ninth Street power house, to be 
extended to the entire subway unless non- 
union men who are doing the equipment 
work are discharged. The various con- 
tractors have been notified of this ulti- 
matum, which has been sent out on behalf 
of about ten unions of skilled trades, and 
every effort will be made to avert the 
strike before noon. 

There has been trouble brewing over the 
employment of non-union men at this power 
house and other points along the line for 
some time. It took definite form yesterday 
by a strike of the fifty union tile layers at 
the Eighteenth Street and Fourth Avenue 
Station because the Manhattan Glass Tile 
Company employed four non-union men. 
This started the ball rolling, and the trouble 
at the power house soon took the form of 
the ultimatum issued to the employers. 

The Tile Layers’ Union has signed the 
arbitration agreement of the Employers’ 
Association, and the Manhattan Glass‘Tile 
Company is a member of that body. Under 
the arbitration agreement union men are 
to be employed, but before a strike is or- 
dered the matter in dispute must be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. There was a meeting 
of the General Arbitration Board at the 
Building Trades Club on Tuesday night, 
at which William H. Farley, delegate of the 
Tile Layers’ Union, was present; but at the 
Building Trades Club it was said that the 
trouble was not even mentioned. 

Under the agreement between the Rapid 
Transit Contractors’ Association and the 
Rapid Transit Committee of the Central 
Federated Union all matters are to be ar- 
bitrated between committees of both before 
a strike is ordered, but this formality was 
not observed. It .was said last night that 
John J. Pallas, the new President of the 
Park Board, who: until his appointment 
was head of the Central Federated Union 
committee, will be asked to lend a hand in 
trying to avert the threatened tie-up. 

Several demands made by the tile layers, 
among them half an hour extra off for din- 
ner, were granted by the Manhattan Glass 
Tile Company; but the firm refused to dis- 
charge the four non-union men. President 
Samuel B. Dewsnap of the company said 
yesterday evening that every other de- 
mand had been conceded. 

“The company uses a patent cement for 
the tiles,” he said, ‘‘and these four men 
were experts who showed the other men 
how to lay it. Theirs is a separate trade, 
and they have no union. We have to em- 


ploy them as specialists, and they have 
been working for over a year without any 


complaint to_ us. I explained all this to 
William H. Farley, the business agent of 


the union, but it was of no avail. This 
strike is in plain violation of the arbitration 

ement.’” 

r. Dewsnap said that he and other con- 
tractors had received the ultimatum from 
the unions threatening a general tie-up if 
the non-union men at the powerhouse are 
not discharged by noon to-day. 

This was confirmed at the headquarters 
of the Building Trades’ Employment Asso- 
ciation yesterday. Milliken Brothers, as far 
as could be learned, are the only members 
of the Employers’ Association who are do- 
ing work at the powerouse, where they em- 
ploy members of the New York ouse- 
smiths’ Unidn. The firm believes that its 
men will respect the arbitration agreement. 
The trades which threaten to strike in- 
clude the electrical workers, plasterers, tile 
layers, plumbers, marble workers, and five 
or six others. 

The equipment wok at the powerhouse 
is being done by about half a dozen firms 
outside of New York, the largest of which 
is the Allis-Chalmers Company of Chicago 
and Cleveland. Non-union men employed 
by them -have been workin 
alongside of the New York men, and the 
latter demanded that either New York 
men be employed at union wages or that 
the men employed be paid New York union 
wages. This was not agreed to, and mat- 
ters reached a climax when the strike at 
the Eighteenth Street and Fourth Avenue 
station occurred. 

The Allis-Chalmers Company has em- 
ployed non-union men since the general 
strike of machinists took place several 
years ago throughout the country for a 
nine-hour workday, which was only a par- 
tial success. 

General Contractor John B. McDonald is 
much worried over the threatened delay 
but hopes that the Central Federated Union 
agreement will hold. He said last night:

but have received no official notice of it. 
Under our agreement with the Central Fed- 
erated Union a meeting of the joint arbi- 
tration board of that body and the Rapid 
Transit Contractors’ Association must be 
called to settle the trouble amicably. I 
do not know what the strike at the EHight- 
eenth Street Station is about, and believe 
that the whole thing will pass off without 
any serious trouble.”’ 

Though the subway is nearing comple- 
tion, the threatened strike programme if 
carried out would throw 3,000 men idle, 


SNOWBANK SAVES A TRAIN. 


Central Engine and Four Passenger Cars 
Jump Into It.

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Jan. 13.—Snow 
piled up beside the track to a depth of 
from five fo eight feet saved the lives of 
fifty passengers on a New York Central 
Railroad train a few miles west of Clear- 
field last night. 

A passenger train on the Pennsylvania 
Division of the Central left Clearfield late, 
and soon after jumped the track. The 
snow, which is heavier than for many 
years past, was four and five feet deep on 
the level, and had been piled high beside 
the tracks. 

Into it the engine and four cars plunged. 
The passengers were thrown about in the 
wildest disorder and a panic soon prevailed, 
but all escaped serious injury. 

Attached to the train was a special bear- 
ing A. P. Hardiner, chief engineer; Division 
Engineer A. W. Carpenter, and other offi- 

_ciais. This car @lso left the track, but none 
of the occupants was injyred.

Her condition was 
cnly slightly improved. 


OPERA CONCERT ON TRAIN. 


Metropolitan Company Singers Enter- 
tain Princeton Students. 


The Metropolitan Opera Company went to 
Philadelphia night before last to present at 
the Academy of Music “ Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana ’’ and “ Pagliacci.’’ Most of the cast 
of the first opera do not sing in the second, 
so they hurried back to New York. When 
the curtain fell on “ Cavalleria Rusticana ”’ 
at about 9:30, Otto Weil, Mr. Conried’s 
manager and right hand man, told the 
opera stars they would have to hurry if 
they wanted to catch the 9:45 train. They 
arrived at the station breathless just in 
time. 

“Fifty minutes late,” said the station 
agent in unsympathetic tones. 

This did not please Mme. Fremstadt, 
Mme. Homer, and Miss Bauermeister, and 
they stood on the platform with gloomy 
faces, 

“Fifty minutes more in Philadelphia,” 
one of them said. They turned to Weil 
with a challenging air. 

** Now what did you make us hurry for?” 
they asked him jn one voice. 

“Well, you know I couldn’t tell the train 
from the West was going to keep us wait- 
ing. The only thing for you to do now is 
to go in the dining room here, sit down, eat, 
drink, and—try to be merry.” 

They had just adopted the suggestion and 
were beginning to think “it wasn’t so bad 
after all,’”” when in rushed Mr. Weil again. 

‘“* Making up a new train!” he exclaimed. 
** Leaves here in six-minutes for New York. 
If you want to make K you'll have to 
hurry.” 

Viands and drinks were forgotten. Up 
rose the singers in a body. One of them 
threw a greenback at a waiter and off they 
hurried to the train. Then the unpleasant 
discovery was made that there was no par- 
lor car on the impromptu train. ‘ 

‘“‘ We're going back to New York!” the 
shouted. ‘‘ The day coach for us anyhow!” 

They clambered aboard and went into the 
day coach. Their spirits were high, despite 
the lack of a parlor car, and they pro- 
ceeded to make merriment out of all the 
material they had. Mr. Weil, the far-seeing, 
had spent the last six minutes before the 
train left in getting together a varied as- 
sortment of sandwiches and whatever 
drinks could be procured and bottled on 
such short hotice. At Princeton Junction a 
crowd of students got aboard. 

‘“‘Let’s give them a concert,’”’ suggested 
Mme. Homer in high good humor. 

Without waiting for a reply she launched 
forth into an imitation of a popular singer. 
At the first note the ears of the students 
could be seen to go back about half an 
inch with surprise. When the song was 
over they applauded vociferously and called 
for ‘“‘ More!” 

They got it, too, and each of the singers 
took a chance to show the students what 
she could do in the way of imitation. The 
men singers, Dippel and Campanari, took 
a part, too, and seemed to enjoy the situa- 
tion as much as the students. 


POOLROOMS GIVE UP FIGHT. 


Sixteen Which Had Not Been Closed in 
Four Years Go Out of Business 
Under Police Pressure. 


“Having become satisfied that the police 
would drive them out of business, sixteen 
poolrooms -which have not been closed in 
four years shut down yesterday. In two of 
the cases the owners of the rooms were men 
who had been fined a few days ago before 
Judge Cowing in the General Sessions, and 
they were afraid that in “ase they were 
again taken into court they would be sent 


to prison. 
In other cases the managers of the rooms 


had been under heayy expense, and had not 
been able to transact enough business to 
pay the rents. Others, it was said, would 
shut down during the coming week and re- 
main closed until April next, or until the 
racing season here opened at Aqueduct. 
Some of the poolrooms, it was explained, 
were under expenses amounting to $125 a 
day, and took in less than $100, often being 


“hit’’ for $300 or $400. In three instances 
the men who closed became partners in 
rooms operated by other bookmakers. 

Among the places that shut down yester- 
day was one in Broad Street. Capt. Farrell 
of the Old Slip Station notified the agent 
for the building that he had information to 
the effect that a poolroom business was 
being conducted there. The Captain asked 
permission to detail two of his detectives 
at the door of the suspected offices in the 
building, and after the detectives had been 
on duty there until 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon the lessee of the offices came out and 
told the detectives that he would throw up 
his hands and vacate the place. An hour 
later a furniture van came along and took 
away desks, chairs, and tables.

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ON PANAMA TREATY 


Senate Committee’s Delay Gives 
Opening to Opposition. 


Senator Carmack’s Savage Attack on 
President—Says Mr. Roosevelt’s 
Acts “‘ Were War ’”’—Defense 
By Spooner. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Delay of the 


Senate Committee on Foreign Relations in 
reporting the Panama treaty for passage 
has resulted in placing the Administration 
forces in the upper house in a most embar- 
rassing position. Of their weakness the op- 
position forces have taken advantage by 
making attacks, on the President and his 
course in the entire Panama matter. 

The opposition’s attack was led to-day by 
Senator Carmack of Tennessee, who de- 


clared that President Roosevelt’s acts in 
Panama were not a “ provocation to war,” 
but ‘“‘were war.’ He admitted that the 
revolt in the Isthmus had Ween accom- 
plished as by one man, and said “ that one 
man was the President of the United 
States.’’ 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, framer of 
the present interoceanic canal law, replied 
to Mr. Carmack. He was made a target for 
questions and had sharp tilts with Sena- 
tor Tillman, who finally left the Senate 
Chamber, remarking that he couldn't sit 
there and ‘listen to that.’’ Many times 
the South Carolina Senator referred to the 
desirability of impeaching the President for 
what he characterized as his dishonorable 
and indecent course in the Panama inci- 
dent, 

It is understood that the slow work with 
the Panama treaty before the Committee 
on Foreign Relations is now the cause of 
the peculiar situation in the Senate. It has 
been remarked with surprise that the ma- 
jority submits to a condition of intolerable 
embarrassment which it could apparently 
remedy easily by means in its own power. 

In the Committee on Foreign Relations it 
is said there is a division among the Repub- 
lican members. The position taken by Sen- 
ator Hale, who states the attitude of him- 
self and a considerable group of Repub- 
lican’ Senators in his resolution providing 
for mediation by the United States between 
Panama and Colombia, has been the cause 
of the delay in reporting the treaty, and 
the situation has at length become serious. 

A number of amendments have been pro- 
posed to the treaty in the committee, and 
there is brewing an effort to modify its 
terms so that it shall not be so one-sided 
as Senators describe it. The charge is 
thade that the treaty in itself is proof of 
a ‘put up job” in creating the new re- 
public, ana certain. Republican Senators 
have expressed a desire that this com- 
plexion of the agreement should be mod- 
ified. 

At the meeting of the committee to-day 


the reading of the whole treaty was con- 
cluded, and it is expected that at the 
meeting to-morrow Senator Foraker will 
move to report it at once. The Adminis- 
tration Senators hope to be able to get 
the treaty before the Senate surely this 
week. 

Senator Hale offered the following reso- 
lution as the result of the agreement be- 
tween himself and Mr. Bacon during yes- 
terday’s session, looking to a settlement of 
the Panama question: 

“ Whereas, The State of Panama, former- 
ly a part of the Republic of Colombia, has 
seceded from that republic and has set up 
a Government, republican in form, under 
the name of the Republic of Panama; and 

“Whereas, The independence of said Re- 
public of Panama has been recognized by 
the United States and by many other na- 
tions; and 

‘Whereas, A treaty is now pending before 
the Senate between the United States and 
the Republic of Panama, the ratification of 
which will insure the speedy building of 
the inter-oceanic canal by the United States 
across the territory of said Republic of 
Panama; therefore, 

** Resolved, That in any claim which the 
Republic of Colombia in any form may 
make against the said Republic of Panama 
for indemnification or loss of territory or 
increased burden of the debt of said Re- 
public of Colombia, the President is re- 
quested to tender his best offices toward 
the peac@ful adjustment of all contro- 
versies that have arisen, or may arise, be- 
tween said Republic of Colombia and the 
ene of Panama.”’ 

hile the radical Administration leaders 
object to the Hale resolution, some of them 
admit that Senator Hale has deyised an in- 
genious compromise to apply to the present 
situation. In the first place, they say, it 
meets the criticism that this country has 
taken a hostile attitude toward Colombia, 
and would be a step toward a restoration of 
good feeling; at the same time it would 
aim to bring about reconciliation between 
Colombia and Panama. 

Furthermore, the Hale resolution presents 
a bridge over which the Democratic Sen- 
ators may safely escape from th® anoma- 
lous position in which they have placed 
themselves, where they avowedly must at- 
tack the Administration as severely as they 
can, and after all vote for the Panama 
treaty rather than lose the canal entirely. 
The greater part of the Republican Sena- 
tors are therefore disposed to accept the 
resolution, and, unless the discussion of the 
treaty should come on within the next few 
days and the situation be relieved of the 
present strain, it is likely to become the 
main question before the Senate for debate. 


ATTACK ON THE PRESIDENT. 


Roosevelt, Says Mr. Carmack, 


Loses His Moral Sense—Sharp 
Tilts in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—When the Pan- 
ama resolution offered by Mr. Gorman was 
laid before the Senate to-day, Senator 
Carmack was recognized. He began with 
a reference to Mr. Lodge’s speech, and said 
he was always pleased to hear thet Massa- 
chusetts Senator when he descended from 
Boston to earth. He contended that there 
had been no partisanship in the attitude of 
the Democratic Senators. On the other 
hand, the Republican Administration had 
been guilty of the worst kind’ of partisan- 
ship in refusing to execute the Spooner 
law because of the fear that the oppositian 
would secure an advantage. 

He advocated the diseussion of the Pan- 
ama treaty in open Senate, dnd said that 
while he had the utmost respect for the of- 
fice of the President, he did not mean to 
conceal the excesses of that office, “ and 
every act of the President in this wretched 
Panama business,’’ he went on, “‘ has been 
in violation of law, of statutory and inter- 
national law, and of the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Carmack then discussed at length Mr. 
Lodge’s defense of the President's right to 
recognize the independence of other coun- 
tries, and spoke of the new Isthmian pow- 
er as ‘“‘a hideous abortion of night and 
darkness, misnamed the Panama Repub- 
lic.” He compared the course of President 
Jackson in the Texas case with that of 
President Roosevelt in the present in- 
stance, and commended the former at the

expense of the latter. In that case he sald 
there was no récognition until Mexico had 
abandoned the struggle. 

As for himself, when his conduct should 
be questioned he would .point to Andrew 


Jackson and not to Theodore Roosevelt as 
oan, Sree. and he had no doubt of the re- 
ult. 

But even the President had admitted: that 
he was not following precedents, and that 
he was acting under the requirements. of 
necessity—that necessity which ‘in this as 
in other cases, knows.no law.” 


A RISING OF ONE MAN. 


The President, he said, had made it plain 
that he never had intended to execute the 
Nicaraguan provisions of the Spooner act. 
*‘Never for one moment,” he said, “did 


he consider any plan that had in it so lit- 
tle of the strenuous and the sensational 
as the execution of the law. If, instead of 
peering into the future, as Mr. Loomis 
tells us he did, he had peered into the law, 
he would have *saved the country much 
trouble.” 

e_Mr. Carmack contended that President 
Roosevelt had not contented himself with 
recognition of Panama, but had inter- 
vened. 

His acts were not simply offensive, not 
simply a cause for war, but they were 
war,” he said. ‘‘ They speak of the rising 
as the act of one man. Very true. And 
that one man was the. President of the 
United States.” 

Mr. Carmack declared that a mob had as 
much right to hang its victim as had the 
President to secure what he wanted by dis- 
regard of the law. President Roosevelt, he 

| said, loses the power of reasoning and his 
moral sense when he becomes involved in 
action, and the Senator exclaimed: 

Into what difficulties may we not be 
led by this headlong man?” He did not 
agree that the President would have hesi- 
tated iz Colombia had been a stronger na- 
tion. On the contrary, the President would 
ay welcomed ‘such an opportunity, add- 

“He makes history as he would order a 
melodrama, making certain that the star 
performer is always in the centre of the 
Stage.”" Senator Carmack went on to say 

an the President’s course in this matter 
was not merely an act, but a policy, and in- 

| dicative of his character. It was not. meant 
for Colombia alone, but was the beginning 
of a system of intermeddling with the af- 
fairs of the countries of Central and South 
America, and such a policy must inevitably 
involve us in war, not only with the South 
American nations themselves, but with Eu-

“If,” he declared, ‘‘ the President wishes

In conclusion Mr. Carmack said that while 
he was for the canal, he could not vote for 
the treaty because he could not indorse the 
laWless acts of which it was the fruit. 

When Mr. Carmack took his seat Mr. 
Aldrich asked what practical system Mr. 
Carmack had to offer. 

‘‘ Defeat the treaty,’’ responded Mr. Car- 
mack. 

“Then what?” 

** Build the Nicaragua Canal.” 

““Ah!"’ responded Mr. Aldrich.

MR. SPOONER’S DEFENSE. 


Mr. Spooner replied to Mr. Carmack, say- 
ing that Mr. Carmack had made a sinister 
and unsupported statement when he said 
that this country had begun a systematic 
encroachment on the rights of the South 
American republics. No man had stood 
more consistently for those republics than 


had President Roosevelt, and Mr. Spooner 
instanced the course of the President in the 
Venezuelan difficulty. No President in our 
history had stood more stanchly for the 
Monroe Doctrine. Mr. Spooner also gave 
attention to the charges of infraction of 
law _ by the President, saying: 

‘The only enemies he has in the United 
States.are the result of his obedience to 
and enforcement of the law. He has thought 
not of himself, but only of his oath.” he 
President had been elected by the Repub- 
lican Party, he said; but, added Mr. Spoon- 
er, he is the President of all the country, 
and he is entitled to fair and decent treat- 
ment as the Chief Executive of all -the 
people. 

As the author of the Spooner act, Mr. 
Spooner wished to express the epifiion that 
the law had not been violated by what the 
President had done. The law recognized the 
superiority of the Panama route, bécause it 
was shorter and because it was susceptible 
of being made a sea level canal. 

After reviewing the events relating to the 
canal negotiations, Mr. Spooner asked

Mr. Tillman called attention fo Mr. 
Spooner’s hesitation, and the latter replied 
that it was because he was thinking how 
thankful we should be that we haven't a 
President who would use to any nation 
such language as the Senator from South 
Carolina had used, 

Continuing, Mr. Spooner declared that ‘‘a 
platform which imputes dishonor to the 
Administration and to the brave, true man 
in the White House will find no sympathy 
with the people of the United States, North 
or South.” 

Replying to a question from Mr. New- 
lands, Mr. Spooner said that Colombia had 
sought the Hay-Herran treaty, but he did 
not consider that the failure of that Gov- 
ernment to ratify the treaty ‘was a breach 
of international law. Yet the President 
was right in contending that Colombia’s 
failure was a breach of the spirit of the 
treaty of 1846, because New Granada had 
sought that treaty for her own protection. 

He contended, in response to further in- 

; terruptions of Mr. Newlands, that the 
President had neither intervened nor com- 
mitted an act of war against the Republic 


of Colombia. 
MR. TILLMAN INQUIRES. 


Mr. Tillman wanted to know whether the 
President had the right to use the army and 
navy as he had done. 

‘*Oh, Lord! *’ exclaimed Mr. Spooner. 

“You'll have to call on the Lord fre- 
quently in this matter,’”’ retorted Mr. Till- 


man. 
“JT did not address the Senator from 


South Carolina,”’ said@ Mr. Spooner. 

Mr. Spooner declared that it was childish 
to say that the President had transcended 
his duty. The first consideration of the 
Spooner act was that the right to build a 
canal should be secured, and that end had 
been accomplished by dealing not with Co- 
lombia, but with Panama, Colombia's suc- 


cessor. 

“The attack,’”’ he went on, “is so virulent 
and inexcusable that no reasonable ex-

He 
nvited the opposition to test the question 
by an early vote, and closed with a defense 
of the President as ‘‘ a brave, patriotic, and

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JAPAN TAKES LINERS 


Impresses Oriental Steam- 
ship Company Vessels. 


Reply to Russian Note Handed to Mine 
ister de Rosen—It is Said No Time 
Limit for Ending the Negoti- 
ations Has Been Set. 


SAN FRANCISCO, "Jan. 13.—A cablegram 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company to- 
day announces that the Japanese Govern+ 
ment has impressed into transport service 
the three steamships of the Oriental Steam- 
ship Company, plying between this city, 
and the Far East, , 

The vessels are the Nippon Maru, the 
Hongkong Maru, and the America Maru, 
They are fast boats, built in 1898, and have 
been under Japanese subsidy. A , few 
months ago they passed Government- in- 
spection. ; 

The Nippon Maru and Hongkong Maru 
are each of 4,351 tonnage, and the America 
Maru 5,920.. The America is due here next 
Sturday, and will be sent back when dis- 


charged. The Nippon left here Dec. 30 and 
the Hongkong is now in Japanese waters. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—A dispatch from ‘To- 
kio to Reuter’s Telegram Company says 
that Japan’s answer to the latest Russian 
note was handed yesterday afternoon to 


Baron de Rosen, the Russian Minister, and 
that negotiations ewill be continued with- 


out any time limit being set for their termi-< 
nation. 

The demands which Japan is said to have 
made in reports published abroad have 
caused séme surprise in Tokio, says the 
dispatch, and it is now stated that Japan 
never asked for the evacuation of Man- 
churia, but, on the contrary, she frankly, 
recognizes Russia’s special interests there, 
and her right to protect them. Japan only 
demands the realization of Russia’s volun- 
tary pledges respecting China’s territorial 
integrity in Manchuria, and the freedom of 
residential rights and international trade 
there. 

On the other hand The Daily Mail’s Tokio 
correspondent says that Japan’s latest note, 
while couched in most courteous language, 
reaffirms absolutely and unequivocally Ja+ 
pan’s inability to accept Russia’s proposais 
either as regards Korea or Manchuria. 

Another dispatch from Tokio says the 
Ministers who attended the recent confer= 
ences for the consideration of the reply ta 
the Russian note assert that the “ attitude 
Japan has taken up is remarkably concil- 
iatory."’ 


PEKING, Jan. 13.—The forecast of Rus- 
sia’s position regarding Manchuria cabled 
by the Berliri correspondent of The” Asso- 
¢Ciated Press oh Monday coincides with the 
information received by the foreign lega- 
tion here, and also strengthens thé impres- 
sion that war is unavoidable. 

At the Japanese Legation no effort is 
made to conceal the belief that war is exe 
pected. 

The crux of the situation is still Russia’s 
refusal to admit the right of Japan to a 
voice in the settlement of Manchurian af- 
fairs, which Japan considers one of her 
most vital interests, and to sustain which 
the Japanese Government is determined te 
resort to arms if necessary. 

The maintenance of Chinese neutrality 
would banish the spectre of a Russian uc+ 
cupation of Peking, which is greatly alarm- 
ing the Chifese, and is causing some une 
easiness at the Legations, since in anticipa- 
tion of Russia’s approach the Court would 
leave Peking and the capital would be re- 
moved to the interior. 


RUSSIA’S VOLUNTEER FLEET. 


Naval Forces Called Upon—Reinforces 
ments Sailing for Far East. -

BERLIN LOOKS FOR PEACE. 


Outbreak in Far East Not Apprehended, 
in Near Future.

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The Berlin corres 
spondent of The Times says the general 
expectation in Germany is that an outbreak 
in the Far East is not to be apprehended 
in the immediate future, and may be post- 
poned for months. 

It is worth noting, says the correspond- 
ent, that the Berlin Boerse, which during 
the most exciting days of the crisis was 
comparatively firm, now appears to reckon 
with a prolonged period of anxiety, since 
it has become dull and reserved. 


RIVAL WARSHIPS AT PORT SAID. 


Russian Cruisers and Destroyers and 
One of Japan’s New Vessels All 
Bound for Far East. 


PORT SAID, Jan. 13.—The Russian cruiser 
Aurora arrived here to-day, and later the 
Russian cruiser Dimitri Donskoi and seven 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers arrived. 

The Dimitri Donskoi entered the Suez 
Canal, bound for the Far East. 

The torpedo boat destroyers will await 
the arrival here of the remainder of the 
Russian Mediterranean Squadron, which is 
expected shortly. 

The Japanese armored cruiser Kasaga 
(formerly the Moreno, bought at Genoa 
from Argentina,) arrived here to-day. 


BEZOBRAZOFF STILL IN FAVOR, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 13.—The reportg 
to the effect that M. Bezobrazoff (a leader 
of the war party, whom the Czar revJently 
made a Secretary of State,) has falien into 
disfavor appean to be untrue. 

M. Bezobrazoff is going to Switzerland to 
visit his family, but the appointment of his 
associate, M. Matunin, é&k-Chargé d’Affaires 
at Sdéul, as assistant to Admiral abaz2, 
Executive Chief of the Committee of the 
Far East, is regarded as proof that M, 
Bezobrazoff’s influence, or the influence 
of the party to -which,he belongs, has not 
ceased to have weight in the councily of

RUSSIA TESTING OPINION. 


Chinese Government Thrown Into the 
Hands of Japan by Russian 
Attitude.

LONDON, Jan, 14.—The Times's Peking 
correspondent says that the terms of Rus- 
sia’s proposals to Japan, as announced in 
Berlin, are regarded as substantially cor- 
rect. It is believed that. Russia selected 
this way of giving publicity to them in or- 
der to test the opinion pf the world. 

The clause stating that Russia accepts no 
conditions in reference’to Manchuria, byt is 
ready to accord to Japan and other powers 
representation for their commercial inter- 
ests in Manchuria, is consistent with the 
frequent intimations of Russian Ministers 
that Russia would never tolerate the inter- 
ference of a third power in questions affect- 
ing Manchuria. 

The terms are regarded even by friends 
of Russia as impossible of acceptance and 
are _cheracterized as insolent. 

he Times's correspondent adds that Rus- 
sia’s position in Peking is now a remark- 
able one and the change in China’s atti- 
tude is striking. Russia’s wanton viola- 
tion of all her pledges has finally unde- 
ceived China and thrown her into the arms 
of Japan. 

While Japan's preparations are complete 
and her intelligence service singularly ef- 
fective, Russia is not ready. 

There is great confusion on the Manchu- 
rian Railway owing to the difficulties at 
Lake Baikal, and few Russian troops have 
arrived in the Far East by land. Russia’s 
military strength east of Lake Baikal is 
exaggerated by the European newspapers. 


POWERS LIKELY TO MEDIATE. 


Considering the Desirability of Such a 
Step, Which Would Be Justified 
Under The Hague Convention. 


PARIS, Jan. 13.—No action has yét been 
taken in the direction of mediation be- 
tween Russia and Japan, but it is learned 
that the Powers desirous of peace in the 
Far East are considering the desirability 
of such a step. Whether the proposed 
action will be joint or independent, remains 
to be determined. 

Thus far the representations which Great 
Britain has made to Japan and which 
France has made to Russia have been sep- 
arate and not in the direction of mediation, 
but rather in the way of advice that some 
pacific means be found for terminating the 
dispute. 

It was stated positively to-day that no 
representation of a mediatory character 
had yet been submitted, nor was it ex- 
pected that anything of the kind would be 
done until after the contents of the Jap- 
anese reply to the latest Russian note had 
become known, but that there would therf 
be an effort at mediation if the situation 


warranted it. 
There seems no doubt that such a step 


will be permissible without giving offense 
to either disputant, under the terms of The 
Hague Convention, to which Japan as well 
as Russia was a signatory. 


BERLIN NOW EXPECTS WAR. 


Official German Opinion, Which Has 
Been Optimistic, Suddenly 
Changes. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.~Official opinion re- 
garding the probability of war between 
Russia and Japan has suddenly changed. 

Intelligence received at the Foreign of- 
fice yesterday has caused the Government, 
for the first time since the controversy 
began, to believe that the situation is ex- 
tremely tense. The very definite views 
hitherto held are reversed, and war has 
become a proximate contingency according 
to the view held in official circles here. 

Japan’s delay in answering Russia’s latest 
note is regarded here as a symptom that a 
grave decision is under consideration. 


SEVEN KILLED IN ST. LOUIS. 


Pressure of Employes of a Shoe Concern 
Against an Elevator Gate Causes 
It to Give Way. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 13.—A crowd of em- 
ployes to-night pressing against the eleva- 
tor gate on the sixth floor of the Brown 
Shoe Company’s building, at Eleventh 
Street and Washington Avenue, caused 
the gate to give way, and ten presons were 
plunged down the shaft. Six were taken 
out dead, and the rest, all seriously in- 
jured, were hurried to the City Hospital. 

One of the injured died soon after reach- 
ing the hospital, without regaining con- 
sciousness. 

The employes had assembled at the close 
of work in the corridors on the different 
floors, waiting for the elevator to take 
them down. The elevator was at the 


seventh floor receiving passengers when 
those on the sixth floor, eager to get near 
the door, and be first into the cage, be- 
gan to push toward the gate. The gate 
gave way just as the elevator started to 


descend. 


OIL STRIKE IN TEXAS. 


Discovery Made by Accident—Rush of 
Prospectors to the Fields.

200 feet of the surface, and while no gush-

this new field is confirmed. Machinery has 

been shipped in large quantities and every 
available piece of land within two miles of 
the flowing wells has been bought or leased. 

Bast Texas oil producers have dispatched 
agents to Reeves County with authority to 
purchase or lease every acre available with- 
in the county. Prospectors are preparing 
to. bore for ofl in all the adjoining counties 
inthe western plains.

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CHINESE TREATY NOW LAW 


Ratifications of It Exchanged and 
President Proclaims It. 


State Department Thinks It Will Aid in 
Insuring China’s Administrative 
Control of Manchuria. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The treaty be- 
tween the United State and China is now 
law in both countries. Ratifications, which 
had been authorized by cable, were ex- 
changed in this city to-day, and President 
Roosevelt signed the proclamation putting 
the treaty into effect. 

Afterward a statement was issued by the 
State Department containing a significant 
statement that the treaty will ald “in in- 
suring the integrity’ of China and its ad- 
ministrative control over its Manchurian 
provinces.” 

Ratifications of the treaty were ex- 
changed at the State Department at 11 
A. M. by Secretary Hay and Sir Chentung 
Liang-Cheng, the Chinese Minister. 

The Chinese Minister was accompanied 
by his Secretary. Everything had been ar- 
ranged, and Mr. Conger had notified the 
department that the Chinese Government 
had placed an exchange copy of the treaty 
in his hands yesterday. This is held to be 
equivalent to the delivery of the document 
to the United States Government, as re- 
quired by the treaty. So Secretary Hay 
and the Chinese Minister joined to-day in 
the signature of the protocol reciting the 
fact that ratifications had been exchanged. 
To the Chinese Minister will be given a 
copy of the treaty, which he will forward 
to his Government for deposit in the Im- 
perial Archives in Peking, and when Mr. 
Conger’s copy reaches Washington it will 
be placed in the State Department Library. 

Late to-day the President issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation putting into effect the 
treaty: 

‘““Whereas a treaty and three annexes 
between the United States.of American and 
China to extend further the commercial 
relations between them, and otherwise to 
promote the interests of the people of the 
two countries, were concluded and signed 
at Shanghai in the English and Chinese 
languages on the 8th day of October, 1903, 
the original of the English text of which 
treaty and annexes is word for word as 
follows. [Here is published the text of 
the treaty.] 

“And whereas the said treaty and an- 
nexes had been duly ratified on both parts, 
and the ratifications of the two Govern- 
ments were exchanged in the City of Wash- 
ington on the 18th day of January, 1904, 

“* Now, therefore, be it known that I, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, have caused the said 
treaty and annexes to be made public, to 
the end that the same and every article 
and clause thereof may be observed and 
fulfilled with good faith by the United 
States and the citizens thereof.”’ 

The following statement was/issued by 
the State Department to-day: 

“The treaty which will go into effect 
in a day or so through the exchange of 
ratifications effected to-day and by its 
promulgation by the President of the United 
States is the result of nearly a year and 
a half’s negotiation. Although relating 
in its principal provisions to questions of 
commerce and navigation, removing re- 
strictions which have hampered them both 
in China, it also treats of a number of 
questions of great importance to. the peo- 
ple of the two countries. / 

“For example, it defines the rights and 
privileges of the diplomatic and Consular 
officers and of American citizens, especial- 
ly missionaries residing in China, and in- 
sures the latter enjoyment of rights which 
they have only had in the past practicall 
by toleration. The treaty also deals wit 
trade marks, copyrights, and patents, in- 
suring them a fair degree of protection in 
China—a thing which thy have had very 
little of in the past. 

‘“Perhaps the provision of the treaty 
which interests most the public ts the open- 
ing of two new localities in Manchuria to 
foreign trade—the City of Mukden and the 
town of An-Tung, (or Shao, as it is fre- 
quently called,) on the Yalu River. It is 
to be noted in this connection that he 
Japanese-Chinese treaty, the ratifications of 
which were exchanged yesterday at Peking, 
secures also to international trade the 
opening of the port of Ta-tung-Kao, about 
thirteen miles below An-Tung and at the 
mouth of the Yalu. 

“It is highly probable that the presence 
in these localities at an earl date of 
American Consular officers and those of 
other nationalities—for all the nations hav- 
ing treaties with China acquire by our 
treaty and that with Japan the right to 
establish Consulates at these places—will 

reatly tend to the establishment of order 

n this much disturbed borderland of China, 
and will powerfully contribute towerd in- 
suring the principles of the ‘ open docr,’ to 
which this country stands irrevocably com- 
mitted as well as et in insuring the 
intergrity of China and its administrative 
control over its Manchurian provinces.’’ 

It is learned that the President has se- 
lected Consuls for Mukden and An-Tung 
from men of experience already in the Con- 
sular service, and consequently able to 
open up the new field to trade with the 
least possible delay. Their names will be 
sent to the Senate as soon as Congress 
makes provision for their salaries, which 
the State Department hopes will be done 
speedily. 

It is regarded as very desirable that such 
rights as the United States has acquired in 
Manchuria shall be fully established and 
asserted in advance of any possible war 
that might affect that vast territory to the 
extent of a change of sovereignty. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—All the morning pa- 
pers have editorials which attach great im- 
portance to the ratification of the commer- 
cial treaties between the United States and 
China and between Japan and China. 

The consensus of opinion is that the rati- 
fication. of the treaties implies an act of 
sovereignty by China equivalent to a decla- 
ration that Russia’s occupation of Man- 
churia is only temporary and for specific 
purposes. The pro-Japanese Morning Post 
says: 

“That is precisely the point for -which 
Japan has been contending and which Rus- 
sia declined to discuss with her. Japan is 
now in the advantageous position of cham- 
prontng a cause which is also that of the 

Jnited States.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says Japan is natur- 
ally proud of being in a measure the cham- 
pion of western rights in the Far East. 

The Daily News thinks that China “has 
ese ominous courage in her recent 
diplomacy, which will make for peace ow- 
ing to the tremendous hazards which war 
a. the present circumstances would in- 
volve.”’ 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Paris edition of The New York Herald-and 
special cablegrams from other correspond- 
ents at the Russian capital say the opin- 
ion is held that the ratification of the Jap- 
anese and American treaties came as a 
shock to the Russian Foreign Office. 


A BOY CUT THE ROPE. 


And So Dr. Vann’s Spectacular Sleigh 
Ride Behind a Trolley Car Came 
to a Sudden Stop.

GOSHEN, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Two hundred 
people gathered at the trolley station in 
this village to-day and watched Dr. James 
Nicholas Vann start for Middletown, eight 
miles away, in a cutter hitched to a trolley 
car. Dr. Vann claims to be ninety-seven 
years old and thirteen times a widower. 

The start was made according to sched- 
ule, and the doctor, sitting very erect and 
majestic, disappeared from view. After 
some distance had been covered a boy cut 
the rope and the doctor’s cutter plunged 
into a snowbank and he was thrown out. 
The car did not wait. 

Before the doctor recovered, his sleigh 
was stolen by some boys, but he got pos- 
session of it again and pushed it to Ryer- 
son’s Bridge, where he attempted to hook 
fast to the next car. The conductor, how- 
ever, would not let him do so. 

Dr. Vann claims to have ridden a number 
of years ago behind the Drie’s Chicago 
Limited from Port Jervis to Goshen on a 
hand sled, and considers his latest feat as 
not worthy of comparison with the earlier 
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one. He desires the public to know that, in 
spite of his age, he is still as youthful and 
fearless as he used to be, and he is disap- 
pointed that he was not able to finish his 
excursion as he had planned. ~ 

He promises to make a trip in his sleigh 
behind a railroad train in the course of.a 
few days. 


POLITICS AS A VOCATION 
ARE FOR THE RICH ONLY. 


President Hadley of Yale Takes That 
View—Disapproves Roosevelt's 
Panama Course.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 13.—President 
Hadley of Yale University, in an address 
on ‘‘ Opportunities for Political Influence ” 
before a thousand Harvard- men, to-night 
advised against the adoption of politics as 
a vocation except by rich men. “ Then,” 
he said, “ if a man disagrees with his party 
he can retire without risking his bread and 
butter. The best way to ‘exert the most 
influence is for a young man to take up 
politics as an avocation instead of as a 
vocation, to attach himself to some* party 
whose principles he believes in and to some 
leader whom. he trusts and admires.” 

President Hadley also disclosed the fact 
that’ he disagrees with President Roose- 
velt’s present attitude toward Panama, say- 
ing: 

“A party of prominent men approached 
me and asked my signature on a protest 
against the Government’s action in’ Pana- 
ma. I refused my assent, although I agreed 
with them and they had my sympathies, 
and it seemed to me things had been very 
much hurried in regard to Panama. 

“Yet, though if I had been in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s place I would not have done them in 
that manner, I still believed in the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Hay, and Mr. Root. I believed 
they understood the situation. I believed 
they stood for cqurage, independence, and 
truth. I was therefore unwilling to call at- 
tention to a point important in itself but 
injurious to the party with which on the 
whole I was anxious to vote.” 


AN OVATION FOR HANNA. 


Re-elected Senator Addresses the Ohio 
Legislature. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 18.—In the pres- 
ence of the joint assembly of the members 
of the Ohio Senate and House, Lieut. Gov. 
Harding to-day declared Marcus A. Hanna 
re-elected United States Senator of Ohio 
for the term of six years, beginning March 
4, 1905. The two branches in separate ses- 
sion had given Senator Hanna the largest 
majority ever given a Senator from this 
State. 

The Lieutenant Governor appointed a 
committee of three each from the House 
and Senate, and by them the Senator and 
Gov. Herrick were escorted to the hall of 
the House. Lieut. Gov. Harding introduced 
Senator Hanna, but it was some time be- 
fore he could speak. When he could be 
heard he said in part: 

“TI am not vain enough to assume that 
the result of the great victory in Ohio in 
the last campaign was a personal matter, 
great as has been my pleasure in the inter- 
ests of the party at such a result. It is 
more a tribute to the intelligence of the 
people of Ohio, when they were confronted 
by the propositions which made the issue 
in that campaign. 

‘Proud I am, my fellow-citizens, and 
speaking through you members of _ this 
General Assembly to the people of the 
whole State, whom I am to represent in 
the higher branch of Congress, that I go 
there not as a partisan where the interests 
of my State are the issue, but as a repre- 
sentative of all the people, as a representa- 
tive of all interests which are material to 
all the people, as a man,to stand for you, 


for what are your interests socially, polit-- 


ically, and industrially.” 


GOV. WARFIELD INAUGURATED. 


His Views on the Limitation of the 
Suffrage. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan, 13.—Edwin War- 
field was inaugurated Governor of Mary- 
land to-day. The Governor-elect was es- 
corted to the executive mansion by a legis- 
lative committee, and thence the party pro- 
ceeded to the State House, where a big au- 
dience listened to the addresses of the re- 
tiring Governor, John Walter Smith, and 
Gov. Edwin Warfield. 

Gov. Warfield declared that he would be 
true to the promises and declarations made 
by the Democratic Party during the cam- 
paign. On the subject of limiting the suf- 
frage to intelligent citizens he expressed 
himself as follows: 

“ The ‘people demand that the State shall 
be governed by those citizens who, because 
of their intelligence, their heredity, and 
their interest in the material welfare of the 
Commonwealth are best fitted to properly, 
patriotically, and wisely exercise the high 
duties of citizenship. 

“This result can only be attained by an 
amendment to the Constitution fixing a 
higher standard of qualification for the ex- 
ercise of the elective franchise. “1 believe 


that an amendment to the Constitution 
upon the lines which I have suggested; ex- 
pressed in clear, definite, simple terms, 
should be submitted to the people of Mary- 


land.”’ 
Gov. Warfield’s first appointment was 


that of Col. Oswald Tilghman to be Secre- 
tary of State. 


TO OPPOSE MR. LITTAUER. 


Col. C. B. Knox Seeks Republican Nom- 
ination for Congress—Mr. Littauer 
Has a Talk with the President. 


JOHNSTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 13.~—In an in- 
terview given out this afternoon Col. 
Charles B. Knox, the well-known manu- 
facturer of this city, formally announced 
his candidacy for the office of member of 
Congress from the Twenty-fifth District on 
the Republican ticket, in opposition to the 
present incumbent, Lucius N. Littauer of 
Gloversville. 

A spirited fight for the nomination is:ex- 
pected.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Representative 
Littauer had a long talk with the President 
to-day about the political prospects in New 
York.

“*No one could be more heartily in favor 
of the nomination of the President than 
myself. So far as I know, there is not the 
slightest opposition to him in New York.

DRINKS FROM RADIUM 


Drs. Kunz and Merton Discuss 
Uses of the New Mineral. 


Interiors of Patients May Be Lighted 
Up—Uses in Diagnosis and Cure 
of Disease. 


Radium and actinium were discussed last 
night béfore the Technology Club of New 
York in the operating rooms of Dr. William 
J. Morton, 19 East Twenty-eighth Street, by 
Dr. George F. Kunz and Dr, Morton, who is 
Professor of Electro-Therdapeutics in the 
New York Post-Graduate Medical School 
and Hospital. 

Dr. Kunz reviewed the experiments which 
have been made with radium in Paris from 
@ metallurgical point. of: view: He'told of 
the many interesting .qualities of pitch 
blende, taken from Pribam, in Austria, 
which; he asserted, resembled radium in 
many respects. The doctor-had with him 
a. specimen of radium, and he also exhibited 
a, sample of American radium ore which 
was discovered in. Colorado. His exhibits 
also included a sample of actinium, which 
he said was the first specimen of that ore 
ever displayed in public. 

In order to carry out the experiments 
it was necessary to extinguish all the lights 
in the room, That being done Dr. Kunz 
took from his pocket a small piece of radi- 
um about the size of a pin head, which 
he said was of 100,000 activity, and had 
cost neazly $300. 

The radium was inclosed in a glass tube, 
outside of which there were four other 
tubes of copper, iron, rubber, and lead. 
He then produced® the famous “ Tiffany 
diamond,” weighing more than 15 carats. 
In order to show the luminous properties 
of the radium he held the diamond about 
two inches away from the tubes, and ex- 
hibited it to the audience. The light seen 
was like that of phosphorus. It would 
have made no difference, the doctor said, 
if the tubes had been a foot thick, the 
glow would have been discernible. 

Afterward the diamond was placed in a 
glass of water, where it shone beautifully. 
The bombardment of radium was demon- 
strated by means of the spintharescope, and 
it looked like a tiny Roman candle throw- 
ing off a myriad of sparks. Dr. Kunz said 
he thought that in time radium of a very 
high activity would be obtainable, and he 
would not be surprised if it reached 1,500,- 
000. 
Dr. Morton explained in detail the uses 
to which radium might be put in curing dis: 
eases, particularly those of an internal na- 
ture, 

“* Medicine,” he said, “is gradually aban- 
doning its old-fashioned concoctions, and 
we are taking up radium with exceedingly 
bright prospects. Its use will consist of 
physical treatment almost exclusively, The 
Roentgen ray has been of immense value 
in curing cancer, but radium promises to 
go far ahead of it. If we had radium of 
150,000 activity we could no doubt do a 


reat deal more than we are doing now. 

ost of us have been confined to'a much 
lower radio-activity. We have been work- 
ing with from 7,000 to 10,000 luminosity. 

“The actual glow of radium does not 
represent its actual radio activity. There 
is a great difference in the ores. One sort 
of radium may possess a high luminosity, 
while another sort may have a high radlo- 
activity and very little luminosity. We 
cannot boast of the luminosity of the kind 
which we now have.” 

Dr. Morton startled his hearers by telling 
of a mixture which he had prepared and 
called ‘ liquid sunshine,” the name having 
been appled because the Doctor regarded 
it as'a good “ catch” phrase to give to the 
preparation. By means of this fluid, he 
said, the whole interior of a patient could 
be lighted up. 

The doctor exhibited six tubes containing 
“liquid sunshine,” one of which, he ex- 
pee contained quinine sulphate which 

ad been exposed to radio activity. He 
then proceeded to show the luminous qual- 
ity of the fluid by placing each tube’ be- 
fore a strong X ray, whereupon a spot of 
faint light was seen about the size of the 
palm of the human hand. 

“That,” said the doctor, “‘ would be the 
result if the liquid were taken inside. [I 
believe,”” he added, “that radium may 
after all be the real curative property 
which has been found in so many spring 
waters throughout the world. , 

“The advantage of radium over the X 
ray is that it can be applied diréct to the 
part affected. For example, if placed in a 
small tube it may be inserted in the throat, 
and in similar manner it may be applied to 
any vital region. In other words, with 
radium we shall be able to get at the seat 
of diseases. There is no end, in my opin- 
ion, to the cures which may be effected by 
a OaO, excited in one way or an- 
other. 

“In imparting radio-activity to liquids, 
however, we will have to be extremely care- 
ful, and physicians will need to use the ut- 
most discretion in advising patients to 
drink the fluid. It will be possible, how- 
ever, to bathe a patient’s entire interior in 
violet or ultra violet light as the result of 
this discovery, and this light we have de- 
cided to call ‘ sunshine.’ e know of the 
value of sunshine on the outside, particular- 
ly where bald heads are concerned, and we 
believe it will have a similar effect on the 
inside.”’ 

Dr. Morton told of several cures of can- 
cer by radium, and exhibited a bell-shaped 
glass, where the smaller tubes of radium, of 
about 7,000 activity, could be placed in the 
flesh affected. As the activities of radium 
became greater, he expected that more im- 
portant results would follow. 

Among those present were T. Commerford 
Martin, Dr. William Hallock, Professor of 
Physics at Columbia University; Dr. 8. A. 
Tucker, Professor of Chemistry at Colum- 
bia, and Prof. George F. Sever of Electrical 
Engineering. 


DECISION IS AGAINST ABEEL. 


Court Holds That Facts Disclosed in 
Depositions Against Him Consti- 
tute Forgery. 


WELLAND, Ontario, Jan. 13.—Judge 
Wells this afternoon gave his decision in 
the case of James N. Abeel, under arrest 
here for extradition to New York for al- 
leged forgery in connection with his alleged 
impersonation of ‘‘ J. Ogden Goelet.”’ 

It had been urged by the defense, the 
Judge said, that evidence of forgery’ was 
not corroborated; that there must be a 
practical attempt to copy the handwriting, 
and that there was no intent to injure 
shown. He overruled all these objections 
and declared the facts disclosed in the de- 
positions constituted ‘forgery in the State 
of New York. 

.He then committed the defendant to jail, 
informing him that he would not be sur- 
rendered for fifteen days, and that he had 
a right to appeal. Abeel’s counsel said the 
case would be appealed.

McCarren and Dowling to: Direct 
the Actions of Grady. : 


Brooklyn Democrats to Give a Dinner 
to Senator McCarren in Recognition 
of His Leadership. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 13.—The Democratic mem- 
bers of the Brooklyn delegation in the Sen- 
@te and Assembly are arranging for a sig- 
nificant dinner which they will give to Sen- 
ator Patrick Hy. McCarren at the Ten Eyck 
Hotel next Tuesday night. Lieut..Gov. Hig- 
gins, the President of the Senate; SpeAker 
Nixon, and the Republican as well as the 
Democratic leaders of both houses will be 
invited. 

While the dinner is given ostensibly in 
celebration of Senator McCarren's victory 
in gaining the Democratic leadership of 
Brooklyn, it will hae admittedly a legis- 
lative importance. Senator McCarren is 
now openly recognized by the Brooklyn 
members of the Legislature as controlling 
the delegation from that city. His undis- 
puted sway ever the Brooklyn members has 
Jed to an interesting move on the part of 
Charles F. Murphy, the leader of Tammany. 

It is said by Tammany men that Mur- 
phy, realizing that McCarren with his new 
power would be the real leader of the New 
York City members as well as the Brook- 
lyn members if Senatof Grady were con- 
tinued as the representative of Tammany in 
matters affecting the organization, has des- 
ignated Senator Victor M. Dowling as his 
personal representative in Albany. 

This does not mean that Senator Grady is 
to be deposed as floor leader of the Demo- 
crats in the Senate. He will still continue 
to act in that capacity, but while he will 
Bive voice to the policy of the organization, 
he will not formulate it as of old. That 
duty will now “devolve upon Senator Mc- 
Carren, acting for the Brooklyn organiza- 
tion, and Senator Dowling, acting for Tam- 
many. 

The understanding to this effect was 
reached with perfect harmony, it is said, 
and the Democrats in both houses believe 
that as a result of the arrangement better 
politics will be played by the Democrats at 
this session than have been played:for the 
past few years, when the position to be 
taken by the minority was left entirely to 
Senator Grady’s impulse. 

Senator McCarren's friends say that the 
dinner to be given him Tuesday night will 
be in no sense a bid for the place on the 
Democratic National Committee. They say 
it is not probable that Senator McCarren 
will allow his name to be considered for 
this place. If Senator McCarren were to 


try for the National Committee he might, 
his friends fear, excite the jealousy of Mur- 
phy and cause trouble in the organization. 

The understanding here among -the Dem- 
ocrats is that Mr. Murphy expects to dom- 
inate the next State Convention, and while 
he and Senator McCarren are now acting 
in perfect harmony, it is believed that Mr. 
Murphy would not ere with complai- 
sance an attempt on Senator McCarren’s 
part to gain the additional influence and 
prestige which would come to hinrin both 
State and National politics if he were to 
become National Committeeman.

WEST SIDE SUBWAY NEEDS. 
Ex-District Attorney Olcott Advises 
Members of District Transit Associa- 
tion on Future Action. 

A meeting of the West Side Rapid Transit 


held last night at the 
Mariborough Hotel, at which ex-District 


Attorney W. M. K. Olcott spoke of the 


proposed additional subway facilities for 
the east and west sides. Dr. Adolph Rupp 
presided, and at the close of the meeting 


it was decided to send a legislative com- 


mittee to Albany to further the plans for 


additional rapid transit. 


In the course of his address, Mr. Olcoft 
detailed the result of the association’s com- 
mittee’s meefing with the Rapid Transit 
Commission. He said that the extreme 


east side will probably be given a subway 
before the upper west side. For the sub- 
way Lexington Avenue and Second Avenue 


are being considered. The speaker said that 


the Rapid Transit Commission would act 
upon the plans of the citizens of the upper 
west side as soon as the commission learned 
the plans of the people in that section. 

He said that a choice was necessary of a 
most desirable route for the proposed west 
side tunnel, and that when the citizens 
decide whether Seventh or Eighth Avenue 
shall be used they had better at the same 
time make known their choice of ‘‘ an open 
diteh’"’ or‘a deep tunnel. Mr. Olcott de- 
elared that the Rapid Transit Commission 
would certainly be guided to some extent 
by the advice and desires of the property 
owners in the territory to be affected by 
the upper west side subway, and therefore 
residents in that section should make ctheni- 
selves familiar with all the details of the 
project. 

Mr. Olcatt stated that between $30,000,000 


and $50,000,000 would be necessary for com- 


pleting the plans which have been made 
for subways on the east and west sides. 
Practically all of the funds for the subway 


are now exhausted, and he said it would be 
necessary to bond 4he city for the additional 


amount to carry out the proposed work, 
which cannot Be done without the permis- 
sion of the Legislature. 

The following committee was continued 
in office with power to levy for funds to de- 
fray the expense of the subway tunnel ag- 
itation in the city: Jacob Appel, August 
Finck, U. Loewer, Stephen McPartland, 
Dr. Adolph Rupp, Vincent P. Travers, E. A.

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POSTAL FRAUDS TRIAL 


Mr. Wynne Testifies as to Machen’s 
Responsibility. \ 


Relation of the Accused to Department 
Expenditures—Contending Counsel 
Cautioned by Judge. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Robert J. 
Wynne, First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, was the central figure in the postal 
frauds trial to-day, and when court ad- 
jJourned until Friday he was still on the 
stand. Mr. Wynne’s testimony occupied 
most of the day, and he was subjected to 
a rigid cross-examination by Charles A. 
Douglass, counsel. for the defense, during 
which the opposing attorneys had several 
tilts, necessitating a word of admonition 
from Justice Pritchard that they must con- 
duct the case in peace. 

The First Assistant Postmaster General 
was plied with questions designed to test 
his knowledge of the duties of his office. 
The witness frankly stated that he had 
often signed papers prepared in Machen’s 
division without examining into their con- 
tents because they came to him in official 
form and because of the fact that he re- 
garded Machen as one of the most expert 
men in the service, and relied on him. 

John E. Howley, Mr. Wynne’s chief clerk, 
occupied the stand for a brief time, the 
principal part of his testimony relating to 
the fact that he suggested to his superior 
officer the advisability of examining into 
the legality of Machen’s initials placed on 
letters and requisitions by Machen’s subor- 
dinates. 

First . Assistant Postmaster General 
Wynne testified that in the matter of the 
purchase of supplies for the Free Delivery 
Service he always transacted his business 
with Mr. Machen, the General. Superin- 
tendent. He said it was not a part of his 
duties personally to attend to the direction 
Or preparation of orders for Groff fasten- 
ers or other supplies, nor did he determine 
the question as to whether these supplies 
Were absolutely necessary or not, unless 
particularly. brought to his attention. In 
all such matters he said he relied upon 
Mr. Machen. Continuing, Mr. Wynne tes- 
tified that in all cases where no question 
arose Mr. Machen would decide matters 
for the First Assistant Postmaster General, 
but where any question was involved he 
himself decided it. 

Mr. Wynne said he knew nothing of the 
merits or demerits of the orders for the 
fasteners already referred to. He said he 
never heard of the Groff fastener until the 
investigation developed. 

On cross-examination regarding the pur- 

, Chase of supplies, Mr. Wynne said that in 

his office there had been three distinct sup- 
| ply divisions, which showed a lack of sys- 
j tem, or a complex system. He said he re- 
, garded Machen as one of the most expert 
* men in the service, and when he received a 
| paper from him he assumed that Machen 
; Knew what he was doing. 4 

“Did you know that Mr. Machen knew 
‘his business?” Mr. Wynne was asked. 

“I knew that Mr. Machen knew what he 
. was doing,’’ was the reply. 

“ Did he know that you knew your busi- 
;mess?”’ Mr. Douglass next inquired. 

“He knows it.now,’-.was the quick re- 
| fort, and the court crier was compelled to 
brap for order. 

1 Mr, Wynne related how, after assumin 
ithe duties of his office, he had stopped 
} Machen from writing letters on oificial 
» business, signed by himself (Machen,) to 
members of Congress, Postmasters, and 
other commissioned officers of the Govern- 
ment, He did not know of any authority 
given to Machen by Postmasté6ér General 


Smith to sign such letters. He said that 
efter he had determined in December, 1902, 


on the investigation of the department he: 
regarded with suspicion everything eman-* 


ating from Machen’s office and closely 
scrutinized it. Therefore he gid not consult 
; Machen about the expenditure of money, 
, but made inquiries of Machen’s clerks. 
| Mr. Wynne declared that for a long time 
his investigation did not result in any 
definite discovery of criminality on the 
art of Machen, Asked if he signed any 
etter calling for the expenditure of money 
fter he began to suspect Machen, Mr. 
}}Wynne said that he made investigations 
and signed the letters after he found every- 
thing was in official form. 

Counsel read a letter signed by Mr. 
iWynne and dated as late as January, 1904, 
addressed to the Groffs, ordering 10U fasten- 
ers at $1.25 each, but Mr. Wynne saic that 

-an order. for that number probably would 
not arrest his attention. He explained that 
frequently he held up recommendations of 
his division chiefs for the expenditure of 
money. He declared it was Machen’s duty 
to scrutinize every letter involving the ex- 
penditure of money in order to save him 
(Wynne) from putting his name to a paper 
that might be wrong. 

On cross-examination Mr. Wynne said he 
never heard of the Groff fastener util the 
Post Office Inspectors brought the matter 
to light. He declared that he wouid not 
know the difference between a Grof?s fast- 
ener and a locomotive. Being asked if he 
desired that statement to go on record, Mr. 
‘Wynne emphatically said ** Yes.” 

Mr. Wynne was still on the stand when 
court adjourned until Friday out of re- 
gpect to the memory of Mrs. Gould, wife of 
Associate Justice Gould, who died yester- 
day. 


VALET COST HIM $15,000. 


Wohn Sanford Paid Employe’s Raging 
Bets Decided by Arbitration. 


High judicial authority, though it may 
mot take cognizance of gambling contracts 
in the course of publifc business, may yet 
be successfully invoked to settle matters 
pertaining to bets on the races, according 
to a story told by ex-Justice Roger A. 
Pryor yesterday, of a case wherein he had 
acted arbitrator. It happened in 1900, 
efter he had retired from the Supreme 
Bench, and the parties were John Sanford, 
a wealthy manufacturer; Solomon Lichten- 
stein and another bookmaker, who were 
represented by Abraham H. Hummel and 
Benjamin Steinhardt. 

The admitted facts were that Mr. San- 
ford had been a heavy bettor at the raceg 
of the Coney Island Jockey Club, and, while 
viewing the sport, sent his valet down to 
the betting ring with his wagers, the man 
in turning collecting and bringing to him 
his winnings, and in this way being fully 
recognized by the bookmakers as the agent 
of his employer. 

One evil day, however, the valet tried bet- 
ing on his own account, using the name of 


his employer in lieu of capital. Loss fol- 
lowed loss, and he found himself indebted 
to the bookmakers for $15,000. This Mr. 
Sanford declined to pay, saying he had 
not authorized the bets. 

Realizing that the bookmakers would 
have no standing in the courts, he waived 
his legal rights, and both sides agreed to 
submit it to Mr. Pryor and abide by his 
decision.

WORK IN CHILDREN’S COURT. 


First Annual Report Shows That Fre- 
quent Use of the Parole System 
Was Successful. 


The first annual report of the Children’s 
Court since its establishment in September, 
1902, was issued yesterday in accordance 
with the law. Convictions numbered 4,360 
boys and 430 girls, of whom 1,372 boys and 
295 girls were committed, the parole system 
being applied in every case where possible. 
Of a total of 1,117 paroled, only 148 were 
committed for violation of the parole, prov- 
ing more than 87 per cent. of the paroles 
to be successful. 

The figures showed 7,358 arrests without 
warrants and 289, with warfants. Of these, 
1,564 girls and 243 boys were acquitted. 
Principal among the offenses charged were 
disordgrly conduct, under various provisions 

. @t the law, 5,017; petit larceny, 927; bur- 


» 


glary, 399; assault and battery, 149; felo- 
nious assaut, 66; robbery, 64; violation of 
compulsory education law, 58. Six boys 
were charged with forgery and six girls 
with attempting suicide. There was one 
arrest for violation of the liquor tax law 
and there were five arrests for carrying 


burglar’s tools, while 300 children came un- 
der the purview of the court because of im- 

roper- guardianship, all of these last being 
ieeroan one and seven years old. 

Total arrests between these yéars number 
452; Wetween seven and twelve, 949; between 
twelve and fourteen, 1,437, and between 
fourteen and sixteen, 1,952. The presiding 
Magistrates at different times were Jus- 
tices. Julius M. Mayer, William E. Wyatt, 
Will&m C. Holbrook, Willard H. Olmsted, 
and John B. McKean. The report is issued 
by Edmund C. Lee, Clerk of the Children’s 
Court, First Division of Special Sessions, 
and follows a report made Dec. 31, 1902, 
which covered the court’s business for the 
first four months of its existence. 


UNIONS AS DEBT COLLECTORS. 


Employing Stone Cutters, In “John 
Doe” Proceedings, Tell of Using— 
Workmen's Organization. 


Assistant District Attorney John H. Ise- 
lin yesterday resumed the “John Doe” 
proceedings before Magistrate Ommen in 
the Centre Street Court for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether a conspiracy exists 
between members of the Journeymen Stone- 
cutters’ Union and the Employing Stone- 
cutters’ Association. 

James A. Hutchinson, the Treasurer of 
the bosses’ organization, when asked 
whether that body had a fund of $60,0.v for 
the purpose of paying the journeymen’s 
union 1 per cent. on all contracts secured 


by members of the association, sald he only 
had handled $4,500 of his association’s 
funds, and this had been paid out for clerk 
hire, printing, &c. . ‘ 

He declared that he knew nothing about 
an agreement between the employers’ asso- 
ciation and the labor union. He recalled 
the fact that members who got contracts 
were required to pay to their own associa- 
tion 10 per cent. of the gross amount of the 
contracts, and that he had paid into his 
association $300 on contracts which he had 
received. 

Alexander Nelson, business agent or walk- 
ing delegate of the union, said that he knew 
of the agreement existing between the 
bosses’ asscciation and the union. He de- 
nied having made use of this agreement in 
collecting debts for the employers, and 
said that the only debts he collected were 
for wages of journeymen. 

Mr. Iselin called William F. Cosgroye, 
an employer of stonecutters, and~ ques- 
tioned him about trouble over work done 
on the Hotel Bristol. He told of having 
made out a bill for $2,110, due from a man 
named Zimmerman. He submitted the Dill 
to the union, it was approved, and when 
President .McGovern of the Journeymen’s 
Union got after Zimmerman, the contract- 
or succeeded in getting the money. It was 
for work done. Mr. Iselin wanted to prove 
that the union had collected the debt for 
Cosgrove, and in return had received a 
commission for forcing the payment of the 
bill. Mr. Cosgrove admitted that he had 
handed over $510 to the union for assisting 
him to collect the debt. He pai? the money 
voluntarily, he said. 

Jerome A. Jackson, another employer, 
told of collecting a debt through the union, 
because, as he said, he thought the most ef- 
fective way to scare a debtor was through 
the walking delegates. 

Edward Giberson, President of the Will- 
iam Bradley & Son Company, testified that 
strikes were ordered on the concern’s jobs 
because it declined to enter the combina- 
tion. 


GUARDIAN ACCUSES LAWYER. 


Albert M. Fragner Je Arrested Charged 
with Misappropriating Nearly $25,000 
Belonging to Orphans. 


Albert M. Fregner, a Iawyer, of 350 Ful- 
ton Street, Brooklyn, and Charles G. Gall, 
gaid to be his clerk, were arraigned in the 
Adams Street Police Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon, charged with misappropriating 
nearly $25,000. belonging to two orphans. 

Hugo Wantzelius of 106 Berkeley Place, 
guardian for Camille Kamer, eighteen 
years old, and Edith Kamer, fourteen years 
old, was the complainant. Mr. Wantzelius 
is an uncle of the two girls, who are 
daughters of Otto Kamer, an importer, 
who died two years ago leaving consid- 
erable estate. . Wantzelius says that he 
retained Fragner as counsel. Among the 


property belonging to the two girls was 
$5,000 in cash, deposited in a bank, and 
twenty railroad bonds worth $20,000 in the 
aggregate. 

Mr. Wantzelius says that Fragner de- 
clared to him that the company. bonding 
him should have possession of the securi- 
ties. Heeintroduced a man to him who, he 
said, represented the Aetna Iygdemnity 
Company, of which William C. Armitage of 
44 Court Street, is the Brooklyn manager. 
Mr. Wantzelius produced the bonds, and 
they were taken to the office of the Pioneer 
Safe Deposit Company in Flatbush Avenue. 
There Mr. Wantzelius says he was intro- 
duced to Mr. Gall. He declares he gave up 
the securities and, according to his state- 
ment, Gall made out a receipt which said: 

The above securities were this day deposited 
in the Pioneer Safe Deposit vault. Signed, G. 
Gall, for Surety Company. 

Mr. Wantzelius later went to Mr. Arm- 
itage, who told him, he says, that his com- 
pany never had the bonds, and that he did 
no business with the Pioneer Company. 

Fragner is well known in Brooklyn. He 
has an office with Police Magistrate Tighe, 
and is associated in practice with ex-Repre- 
sentative Mitchell May. In a statement 
made in court the accused lawyer declared 
that he had the bonds in his possession and 
would surrender them at the proper time. 
He said that the estate owed him $8,000 for 
legal services. 

Mr. Gall denied that he ever had anything 
to do with the bonds or with Mr. Wantzel- 
ius. Both men furnished bail. 


CONTEST WILLIAM BIRD'S WILL. 


Allegation That Railway President Was 
Unduly Influenced by His Son. 


It was charged in Surrogate Fitzgerald’s 
court yesterday that William Bird, former- 
ly President of the Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue Railroad Company, was unduly in- 
fluenced when he made the will which 
leaves his entire estate, estimated at $500,- 
000, to his son Harrison Kerr Bird, Gov. 
Odell’s Military Secretary. Two wills, each 
purporting to be the last written by Mr. 
Bisd, have been offered for probate, one of 
them in New Brunswick, N. J., the other in 
this city. 

Constant M. Bird of Larchmont and Jo- 
seph Bird object to the probate of the doc- 
ument here, asserting that it is not the 
last will of Mr. Bird; that it is illegal and 
void, and that it was obtained by fraud and 
undue influence on the part of Harrison K. 
Bird or some one else.- Charles E. Hughes 
appeared as attorney for them, while Clin- 
ton W. Bird represented Harrison K. Bird. 

The Surrogate will have to decide if his 
court has jurisdiction inasmuch as the con- 
testants assert that it has not, because 
Mr. Bird was a resident of West Dunellen, 
N. J., where he died. The Surrogate also 
will decide whether the will filed here 
should take precedence over the will filed in 
New Jersey.

JERSEY MEADOWS | BEAR HUNT. 


Forty Policemen and Several Keepers 
Follow Animal That Had Escaped 
from Winter Quarters. ; 


Jersey City had a genuine bear hunt yes- 
terday—with no Game Wardens lying in 
wait to confiscate the bear and fine its 
captors. Fortunately the hunt was con- 
fined to the meadow section lying along the 
Hackensack River, which is protected from 
invasion by mosquitoes in Summer and ice 
and slush in Winter. For this reason very 
few residents of the town knew anything 
about it until the excitement of the chase 
Was over, so far as Jersey City was con- 
cerned. 

The bear in question was a big, black 
animal—blacker, as was stated by one of 
the kéepers, than the ace of spades. He 
was one of a family of wild animals kept 
in Winter quarters at the stock farm of 
William Bartels of Manhattan, in the Glen- 
dale Woods, bordering Communipaw Ave- 
nue onthe nerth and the Hackensack 
meadows on the east.’

BENEDICT REIS DISAPPEARS. 


Mackintosh Manufacturer Sent Word to 
New Partner That Business Troubles 
Caused Him to Flee. 


Benedict Reis, who has been a manufact- 
urer of mackintoshes and rain coats at 23 
Lispenard Street for the last seven years, 
using the style of the Neptune Rubber 
Company, is reported to have disappeared. 
He formed the firm of B. Reis & Co. on 
Jan. 2, 1904, taking in as partner Alexander 
N. Jacob, who put in, it is stated, $7,000 
cash capital. 

Reis’s disappearance became known yes- 
terday, when Judge Greenbaum of the Su- 
preme Court appointed Isaac Lehman tem- 
porary receiver of the assets of the firm on 
the application of, Otto Horwitz, attorney 
for Alexander N. Jacob in proceedings for 
the dissolution of the partnership and an 
accounting. The receiver's bond was fixed 
at $25,000. 

It was said that Mr. Reis had disappeared 
on Sunday last. On Monday Mr. Jacob re- 
ceived a letter from him. It said in part: 


I am far away by this time. I leave every- 
thing that I worked hard for for over seven 
years, and my good, -clear reputation that I 
kept so jealously, \a complete wreck, taking 
barely enough to keep my family. from starving 
for the first six months. 

Remember that there is nothing I have done 
criminal or hidden, It is t publicity and 
humiliation that I cannot stan#@ and drove me 
to take that step, to become a wanderer until I 
will redeem my good name, and will righten 
those that I have wronged unwillingly. You 
see, if I would be a rascal I could have gone 
away with $10,000. Mrs. Reis does not know. 
I told her I had to go for business to Buffalo. 


Mr. Reis had been doing a large business 
until a fire occurred in his place on Nov. 
26 last, which tied up the business for a 
while. It is said he received $4,200 cash 
from the insurance companies, but he as- 
serted that his less by the fire was $8,000 


more. Mr. Horwitz said yesterday that Mr. 
Reis was very sensitive, and had probably 
lost his head over his business affairs. He 
stood well in the trade, and creditors have 
expressed the greatest willingness to help 
him if he will come back. His liabilities on 
account of his old business are not known 
yet, but Mr. Horwitz thought they might 
amount to $30,000 to $40,000. 


Deutschland’s New Sailing Time. 


When the steamship Deutschland leaves 
port on Jan. 20 to start on her next trans- 
atlantic-voyage she will be sent from her 
pier at 7 o'clock in the morning instead of 
4 o’clock in the efternoon, as heretofore. 
The Hamburg-American Line has deter- 
mined on this sailing time so that the great 
ship may have a whole day in which to feel 


her way down the bay and lessén the dan- 
ger of her going ashore because of the 
channel buoys having been carried away by 
ice. The Deutschland must cross the bar 
at high tide. Passengers will be embarked 
the evening before sailing and will obtain 
supper in the grillroom.

Driver Sanders Will Start Her Against

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 13.—Millard San- 
ders, the trainer and driver of Lou Dillon, 
the trotting queen, believes that the offi- 
cials who ruled that the mare did not lower 
Maud §.’s 2:08% to high-wheel 
sulky made mistake, Sanders has no 
doubt, and he is of the opinion that trot- 
ting horsemen in general hold the same 
opinion that he does, that Lou Dillon is 
faster than Maud S. ever was, no matterin 
what way the horses could be hitched. +’or 
that reason Sanders says he does not take 
the decision of the ruling committee se- 
riously. 

“ But, at the proper time,’”’ Sanders fur- 
ther says, “we are going to show the old 
men of the trotting boards that they erred 
when they took away Lou Dillon’s mark 
to a high-wheel sulky—that is, if the heirs 
to the Bonner estate will allow us. It is 
Mr. Billings’s intention to ask the Bon- 
ners for the loan of Maud §8.’s sulky. I 
don’t suppose they will refuse, as I have 
for years, like other trotting horsemen 
been under the impression that they have 
had a standing reward of $5,000 for the 
driver of any trotter that lowers Maud §.'s 
mark under similar conditions and in a 
similar sulky. If the loan of her sulky is 
granted, the trial will be made over “the 
Glenwood track, where Maud 8. trotted to 
her record, and_ I am _ willing to post $5,000 
any day that Lou Dillon will pull Maud 
S.’s sulky over the same track in better 
than 2:05. I have the greatest respect for 
the memory of Maud 8. She was the grand- 
est trotter of her time. Before we decided 
to attack her record Mr. Billings weighed 
every angle of the dispute we knew wouid 
follow the record breaking.

Due to Dull Business and Oniy Tempo- 
rary, Superintendent Says of Ten 
Per Cent. Reduction. : 


ST. LOUIS, Jan, 13.—A 10 per cent. re- 
duction has been made in the wages of the 
employes of the American Car and Foundry 
Company and the salaries of all officials 
also have been cut. About five thousand 
men are affected by the reduction. The 
company headquarters are here but its 
fifteen plants are scattered throughout the 


country. 

W. J. McBride, the General Manager, Says 
the reduction was made because of a fall- 
ing off in business and because competitors 
have reduced the salaries of their employes.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Classification of Sacarbolate and Book- 
Cover Paper Decided. 


United States General Appraiser I. D. 
Fischer yesterday handed down a decision 
sustaining a protest by W. A. L. Vogt, of 
New York, against the classification of 
*“‘sacarbolate”’ as a medicinal soap at 15 
cents a pound. The article is a liquid prep- 
aration of phenol, which is used for clean- 
ing and disinfecting railway cars, refrigera- 
tors, etc., and never on the human body. 
It was admitted at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
as a soap not specially provided for. 

Mr. Fischer also decided protests _ by 
Hensel, Bruckman & Lorbacher, of New 
York, on twenty-seven invoices of paper for 
books, at 25 per cent. as paper not specially 

rovided for. Mr. Fischer sustained the 
mporters’ claim for classification as ‘‘print- 
ing paper’ at various specific rates ac- 
cording to value. 


TO REGULATE TRADING STAMPS. 


Bill Introduced at Albany at Instance of 
Merchants’ Association. 


A bill to regulate the use of trading 
etamps has been forwarded by the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York to Albany, 
where the measure will be introduced in the 
Legislature by Assemblyman Josiah T. 
Newcomb of New York. 

Under the terms of the bill the stamps 
@re redeemable in any quantity in cash or 
merchandise at the option of the holders. 
'It is @laimed by the association that such 
‘@ provision is necessary to destroy evils as- 
‘sociated now with the trading stamp busi- 
ness. 


Quarter of a Million Immigrants. 
Perhaps the most striking achievement in 
the way of creating business along the 
line of a railroad during the past year 
has been that of S. F. B. Morse, who until 
recently was Assistant Passenger Traffic 
Manager of the Southern Pacific Company. 
‘During 1903 approximately 70,000 farmers, 
mostly from the North, have settled 
along the line. Several immigration agents 
;@re employed in the work, and they have 
sought conservative farmers in the North 
to migrate, mostly to Southeastern Texas 
and Southwestern Louisiana, to engage in 
the production of rice and tobacco. 
These immigrants from the North repre- 
sent families, so that, even though these 
70,000 families may not have an average 
of nearly 5, which the census gives for the 
entire population, still the number of im- 
migrants secured by this one railroad line 
must amount to 250,000, a population large 
enough alone to make a more respectable 
State than some of the States we have.—

Not All Cotton and Tobacco. 

The South, which had been backward in

AMERICAN ARBITRATION GROUP. 


Forty Senators and Representatives Join 
it—Committee of Arbitration Con- 
ference Calls on the President. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—An American 
“group” to be affiliated with the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union for International Ar- 
bitration was organized to-night at a meet- 
ing in the lobby of the House of Represent- 
atives. About forty members of the Senate 
and House became members. Representa- 
tive Bartholdt of Missouri was made Chair- 
man and Representative Rodenberg of Ili- 
nois temporary Secretary. 

A committee to draft a platform was au- 
thorized, and Mr. Bartholdt was instructed 
to introduce a resolution in the House in- 
viting the International Union to hold its 
twelfth annual session in St. Louis next 
September. 

Mr. Bartholdt made the statement that 
President Roosevelt was in hearty favor of 
the organization of the “ group.” 

A committee of the International Arbitra- 
tion Conference called on the President to- 
day and presented resolutions adopted by 
the conference recommending the negotia- 
tion of a treaty with Great Britain to sub- 
mit to arbitration by the permanent tribu- 
nal at The Hague, or by some court spe- 
cially constituted, differences between the 
United States and Great Britain which 
failed of adjustment by diplomatic nego- 


tiations. 

The resolutions were presented by ex- 
Representative Tucker of Virginia. Brief 
remarks were made by Andrew Carnegie 
and Oscar S. Straus of New York. 

In response the President stated, in sub- 
stance, that he was heartily in accord with 
the International Arbitration Conference, 
and would take all possible practical action 
in the direction of bringing about such un- 
derstandings as were urged between this 
country and other nations. 


“TOM” JOHNSON CUTS FARES. 


Cleveland Mayor Wins His Three-Cent 
Fight with Street Railway 
Companies. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 13.—An agree- 
ment between Mayor Johnson and the 
Cleveland Electric Railway Company estab- 
jishing a three-cent fare in accordance with 
the terms of the McKenna ordinance, passed 
by the City Council on Monday night, will 
be ratified by the Directors of the railroad 
company at a meeting to-morrow afternoon. 
The agreement is practically a full victory 
for Mayor Johnson in the fight he has 
waged for nearly three years. . 

The McKenna ordinance provides for a 
straight three-cent fare within certain 
limits, coextensive at many points with 
the city limits. For a transfer, however, a 
five-cent fare must be paid, as at present. 

Beyond the McKenna ordinarce limits 
passengers are to pay 5 cents, as at pres- 
ent. On this fare, likewise, no transfer 
will be given. For a transfer an excess 
fare of 2 cents will be charged, making the 
total fare 7 cents. 

Under the new arrangement 85 per cent. 
of the passengers carried will pay 3 cents, 
12 per cent. will pay 5 cents, and 3 per cent. 
will pay 7 cents. 


Cut in Coal Company Dividend.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The Directors 
of the Huntingdon and Broad Top Railroad 
and Coal Company to-day declared a semi- 
annual dividend of 1 per cent. on common 
stock and a semi-annual dividend of 3% per 
cent. on the preferred.

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COLOMBIA AND THE HAGUE TRI- 
BUNAL. 

We do not suppose that Senator Bacon 
had the least idea that his proposition 
to refer to The Hague tribunal the dif- 
ferences between Colombia and the 
United Statés, if they could not otherwise 
be adjusted, would be acceptable to the 
President or his friends in the Senate. 
He must have been aware that it was a 
novel proposition to be made in the Sen- 
ate of the Power which has committed 
the wrongs from which the differences 
Have arisen, and that the majority might 
with Some propriety demand that it be 
considered in executive session, or that it 
be sent to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs without debate. But we do not 
think that he could have been prepared 
for the amazing contention of the Ad-

ministration Senators that the introduc- 


tion of the resolution was provocative 
of war and equally unworthy of a patriot 
and a true friend of peace. 

It is really precisely the contrary. It 
is true that war on the part of Colombia

would be hopeless as to its ultimate re- | 


sult. It may seem to the Colombians 30 
completely hopeless that they will sub- 
mit without resistance to the dismem- 
berment of their republic. But if that 
extreme act of irresponsible power on our 
part goes wholly unatoned for, if the sub- 
stantial wrongs they have suffered are 
simply to be ignored with the plea of 
TweEenv, “What are you going to do 
about it?’’ surely there is risk that re- 
sentment will abide and that the time 
may come when it will seek means of 
gratification. To prevent such an un- 
fortunate result is the policy of a true 
friend of peace. It is certainly the pol- 
icy of true patriotism It is an effort to 
remove the stain on the’ National honor 
and to secure for our Government a po- 
sition which has been gravely compro- 
mised 

* ‘The “compromise” resolution intro- 
duced by Senator HALE in accordance 
with an alleged agreement between him 
and Mr Bacon may be interpreted as an 
indirect admission of the soundness of 
the ground taken by Mr. Bacon. It re- 
cites the existence of claims on the part 
of Colombia for loss of territory and in- 
creased burden of debt, assumes that 
these claims run against the new “ Re- 
public” of Panama, and requests the 
President to tender his best offices for 
the adjustment thereof. The introduc- 
tion of this resolution is accompanied 
by a report that the Administration is 
prepared to see Panama and Colombia 
go before The Hague Tribunal and to 
guarantee the performance of any obli- 
gation that Panama may be required by 
the tribunal to assume. In this way, it 
will be seen, the Administration avoids 
any admission that it has committed, or 
could commit, any wrong. 

THE NEW PORTS IN MANCHOURIA. 

Japan has distinctly scored a point by 
securing, while her negotiations with 
Russia are still pending, the exchange of 
ratification which completes her right of 
admission to the new treaty ports in 
Manchuria which were, by like treaty, 
opened first to the United States. In 
fact, neither the Japanese statesmen nor 
those of any other nation would be dis- 

? posed to deny that it is to American 
diplomacy that this addition to the facili- 
ties of the world’s commerce is due. It is 
the persistent pressure that Secretary 
Hay kept up which overcame both the 
dilatoriness of China and the vacillation 
of Russia. Without the assent of Russia 
the opening of these two ports would 
have been a barren and worthless conces- 
sion, unless we had been willing, as of 
course we were not, to resort to arms to 
gain access to them. But the previous 
assent of Russia to the opening estopped 
Russia from objecting afterward. It did 
not, it seems, estop her from intriguing 
at Peking to prevent the conclusion of 
the treaty to which she had already and 
in advance assented. Neither does it 
now, it seems, estop a jingo journal of 
St. Petersburg from “ denouncing” the 
opening of these ports by China, the sov- 
ereign of the country, “ without the con- 
sent of Russia.” It may charitably be 
supposed that this journal was unaware 
that Russia had given her consent in ad- 
vance. It is evidently unaware that a 
repetition of Russia’s assurance that she 
would respect the treaty rights granted 
by China in Manchuria has how been 
posted at the State Department of the 
United States. 

In spite of these assurances, it is evi- 
dently desirable that the treaty shall be 
completed by such an exchange of ratifi- 
eations as Japan has already effected, 
and that we should have at the earliest 
possible date, if possible ‘before war 
breaks out between Japan and Russia, a 
Consul at Mukden and another at An- 
tung. It has grown increasingly clear for 


{ 
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a long time that we need agents in Man- 
churia to look after American interests, 
No doubt Russia would object to the 
presence there of such agents, whether in 
war or in peace, But the completion of 
our treaty with China before the out- 
break of war estops her from publishing 
or communicating her objections. 


A HOWL ON THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

Mr. Hepsurn of Iowa has the courage 
of his prejudices. When he avowed his 
desire that the civil service law should 
be repealed he declared that it would be 
if his fellow-Congressmen dared to do as 
they really wished. He also declared 
that they would be sustained in the re- 
peal by the actual public opinion of the 
country. 

Did Mr. HEPBURN never read the report 
of the speech of Private JoHN ALLEN on 
an occasion when a like proposition was 
made in the House a number of years 
ago? Mr. ALLEN told the advocates of 
repeal that they mistook the clamor of 
the office seekers for the voice of public 
sentiment. He sald it reminded him of 
the reply of a darky in his town who 
was asked by his master why dogs 
howled so at night. “ Massa, it’s because 
they smells & bone what they can’t lo- 
cate.” The crowd whose desire to abol- 
ish tests of merit Mr. Hzepsurn inter- 
prets as real public opinion are ululating 
over spoils that have been removed be- 
yond their reach, but-not beyond their 
appetite. 

There is no use in arguing with:men 
like Mr. HEPBURN that the merit system 
improves the service. They can hardly 
help knowing that. The fact that in the 
recent strict investigation of the frauds 
in the Post Office Department not one 
of the guilty has been found to have been 
admitted to the service under the civil 
service “fad” rules is the latest evi- 
dence of it. But do not the Hepburns 
realize that the merit system is good poli- 
tics? Some astute politicians are au- 
thorit} for that doctrine. Mr. CLEvE- 
LAND, who was the most successful Dem- 
ocratic vote getter of his generation and 
the only President ever elected after 
having been defeated, was of that belief. 
Mr. McKINLEY, who was the most popu- 
lav President among the politicians of his 
party that we have had since JACKSON, 
denounced the repeal that Mr HEPBURN 
now urges as suicidal for his party, and 
declared that the use of the offices as 
spoils was the hardest thing his party 
could have to contend with. Mr. Roosn~ 
VELT, who certainly has attained a de- 
gree of practical success in politics that 
entitles him to respect, has always been 
a *’rm supporter of the merit system as 
ou the highest expediency from a purely 
partisan point of view. And more than 
fifty years ago Mr. SEWARD, then at the 
height of his influence in the politics of 
the State of New York, declared that no 
party ever gained as much from appoint- 
ments as it lost from disappointments. 

Finally let Mr. HEPBURN reflect that 
five times in the last forty-four years 
the control of the National Government 
has been wrested from the party in 
control of the patronage by a party that 
in each case had no patronage to dis- 
pense. 


RUSSIAN JUSTICE. 

It is naturally in lands, according to 
Mr. GLADSTONE’s famous phrase, *in 
which freedom is indigenous, familiar, 
and full-grown,” that such a story as we 
had to tell yesterday about the Russian 
lawyer who has been terribly persecuted 
for the offense of doing his duty by his 
client excites most indignation and re- 
sentment. But even in the slavish lands 
with which Mr. GLADSTONE pointed his 
contrast injustice so awful and so glar- 
ing must revolt all even partially en- 
lightened minds. So typical an instance 
of the injustice of what passes for justice 
in Russia has very seldom been pre- 
sented. 

The persecution of M. KaRABCHEVSKI 
was preceded or attended by that of two 
of his associate counsel, M. SoKkoLorr 
and M. WoLKENSTEIN. He and SokoLorr 
were the only two lawyers who perse- 
vered to the end with their cases 
after they had been refused the right of 
cross-examining witnesses, one of the 
most indispensable instruments of the 
administration of justice. They were 
counsel for the rioters. Their defense 
was that their clients were poor, igno- 
rant, slavish wretches who had been mis- 
led by the Government into doing what 
they had done. They had been led to 
think that they were pleasing the Gov- 
ernment, or the local representatives 
thereof. There is every reason to believe 
that the defense was sound, that their 
crime had been connived at and insti- 
gated by the Government for the purpose 
of diverting their attention from their 
own. wretched plight, and of preventing 
them from making a demonstration in 
behalf of the Socialist movément which 
offered them the only visible means of 
escape from it. To divert them, the Rus- 
sian ‘Government, through the famous 
circular of the Minister of the Interior, 
had advised the Local Government that 
the discontented Russians of Kishineff 
should be invited and encouraged to kill 
and plunder the local Jews. These 
bloody instructions had been carried out. 
After the civilized world had begun to 
ring with execrations upon the massacre 
of Kishineff, the same bureaucracy 
which had instigated the massacre added 
the vices of hypocrisy and perfidy to the 
vices of cruelty and barbarity. It re- 
moved and disgraced the local Governor 
for doing what it had told him to do. It 
brought to trial the rioters for doing 
what it had instigated them to do, And 
when these brave lawyers attempted to 
prove the instigation the lawyers are 
banished to Siberia! 

What can be done with a “ civiliza- 
tion” like that, a civilization under 
which every man who aspires to know 
and tell the truth, to do justice, to better 
the lot of his countrymen, becomes by 
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that aspiration the enemy of the Govern- 
ment which is perched upon the safety 
valve of public indignation? Who can 
wonder, in the face of the evidence this 
case of Kishineff furnishes, that the 
sympathy of all civilized mankind should 
go out to any Power, European or Asi- 
atic, which attempts to check the ex- 
tension of this “ colossal” enemy to civ- 
ilization and incubus upon humanity?

STEEL WORKERS AS STOCKHOLDERS. 
The offer to the employés of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation of the oppor- 
tunity for further participation in the 
preferred stockholding privilege under 
the plan adopted Dec. 31, 1902, sets at 


rest a good deal of speculation as to what 


the action of the company would be in 
view of the changed conditions. The 
price fixed for subscriptions in 1904 is 
$55 per share. That at which the sub- 
scriptions of 1908 were taken was $82.50 
per share. The present offer is largely 
pro forma, and is made with very little 
expectation that the subscriptions will 
be important. In the annual report of the 
corporation issued last April it was said: 

It is the intention of the corporation, if 
the plan meets with continued success, to 
annually make a similar offer to employés, 
excepting, of course, that the price at 
which the stock then will be offered cannot 
be now determined. 

To provide for the offer for sale of pre- 
ferred stock to employés under the above 
plan the corporation purchased the neces- 
Sary shares of its preferred stock. Tho 
amount paid for purchase of this stock will 
be collected in cash from employés in 
monthly installments during 1903 and sub- 
sequent years, together with 5 per cent. in- 
terest on deferred payments. 

In the opinion of the management the 
corporation is under pledge to make the 
offer annually, but nothing in the situa- 
tion or the outlook warrants the belief 
that the number of those desiring to 
avail themselves of the privilege will be 
great enough to cause any embarrass- 
ment. 

As to the success of the plan, it is per- 
haps sufficient to say that the adverse 
criticism of Mr. CARNEGIg£ has been vin- 
dicated. Of the nearly 28,000 wage earn- 
ers who had subscribed to the preferred 
stock on the very favorable terms of a 
year ago, we learn that between 12,000 
and 15,000 have requested the Finance 
Committee to cancel their subscriptions 
and return the money paid in on account. 
This has been done in every case, and so 
far as can be learned very few, if any, 
are reinvesting-in the stock at the lower 
figure now quoted in, the open market, In 
some instances the reason for canceling 
subscriptions was that with lower wages 
and less continuous employment the sub- 
scribers do not fee] that they can meet 
the tax upon their earnings for the pay- 
ments called for in their agreements, It 
is obvious, however, that by far the 
greater number have beeuw alarmed at 
the shrinkage in the value of the securi- 
ties held for them. The fact that they 
have lost nothing by this shrinkage, that 
all the favorable conditions established 
by the company continue unchanged, and 
that there has been no reduction in the 
rate or postponement of the payment of 
dividends on the prefererd stock does not 
seem to appeal to the judgment of those 
who see «1 chance to get their money 
back, Ali that the subscriber was prom- 
ised last year he enjoys this year. He 
would, of course, be very foolish to sub- 
scribe at $82.50 for stock which he could 
buy in the open market at $56 to $57 per 
share, but this is not the proposition he 
is called upon to consider. A year ago he 
entered with enthusiasm into an ar- 
rangement which he thought extremely 
well of, and which appeared to net him 
in the end about 13 per cent. per annum 
on his investment. In this respect its 
status is unchanged. It does him no in- 
jury that the market value of the stock 
has declined. His investment is just as 
good as it ever was, and is indeed im- 
proved by the passing of the dividend on 
the common stock. What would thus 
have been disbursed goes to surplus and 
strengthens the position of the company 
materially. 

What is happening confirms the con- 
viction which most manufacturers share, 
that the wage earner is a poor stock- 
holder. Even when guaranteed against 
loss and kept faith with in every respect, 
he is too timid to face a shrinkage in 
values with equanimity, and to get his 
money back will sacrifice every advan- 
tage, present and prospective. When 
the plan was proposed not one of the 
practical men of the board who, as Presi- 
dents of constituent companies, had had 
experience with labor and understood 
something of the workings of the wage 
earner’s mind, favored or approved it. 
When it was elaborated and became in a 
sense a ministerial measure of the Fi- 
nance Committee, they assented to it as 
an experiment, but with no great confi- 
dence in its practical advantages. It is 
probable they are now more firmly con- 
vinced than ever that as an investor in 
stock the workingman fares best and is 
most satisfied when he stands on the 
same plane as others, buying on his own 
judgment without special inducements 
and selling or holding as he deems most 
to his own interest. When attracted by 
the offer of special privileges he loses all 
independence of judgment, becomes a 
ward of the company employing him, and 
learns nothing to his own advantage 
from experience of the fact that values 
fluctuate with very little reference to the 
effect of such fluctuations upon invest- 
ors. If stock were given them at a time 
when it had a market value of 100 and 
should subsequentiy decline to, say, 50, 
the chances are that a majority of them 
would make haste to sell and feel when 
the transaction was concluded that they 
had been wronged by the amount of the 
shrinkage. 

There are a great many philanthropic 
and kindly disposed employers who have 
learned from experience that it is a mis- 
take to regard the wage earner as having 
any class privileges which are superior to 
those of other citizens, .The plan does not 
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work well of making him a stockholder 
on the basis of special inducements. He 
is happier, if not better off, when he is 
required to stand on the same plane as 
every one else in the matter of invest- 
ments, and very few of those who have 
risen above the wage earning condition 
owe their advancement to special favors. 


TO PENSION TEAMSTERS. 

Nothing could be more indicative of 
the estimation in which the history of 
the Pension Bureau has caused that in- 
stitution to be held than the announce- 
ment that the surviving teamsters of the 
civil war have formed an organization 
to secure pensions for themselves. It is 
only those teamsters who swore and bled 
their horses and mules on the Union 
side, we infer, who have associated in 
this movement. But really there is no 
reason why the Confederate teamsters 
should not be associated with them. It 
would be a touching proof, in a lower 
sphere of life than that in which it is 
usually celebrated, of the reality of rec- 
onciliation, if Northern and Southern 
teamsters should sink their own old dif- 
ferences, shake hands across the bloody 
chasm, and with the battle cry of “ The 
old flag and an appropriation,” unite in 
a raid upon the Treasury of a reunited 
country. 

Our teamsters, according to all ac- 
counts, “swore terribly” in Virginia. 
There is a legion of one who diverted 
the vials of his profanity from his quad- 
rupeds to Major Gen. JoHN Porn, whom 
he had not met before, but whose direc- 
tions to him how to drive he warmly re- 
sented. Of course, the army teamster, 
not being an enlisted man, but merely a 
hired man, was simply doing the best 
for himself that he could in the way of 
making a living. Not even in the first 
fierce ebullition of patriotism after the 
firing on Sumter did any teamster have 
the face to pretend that he was laying 
his blacksnake on the altar of his coun- 
try as well as on the backs of his mules. 
He was, of course, a non-combatant, 
and not in the least risk of his life, ex- 
cept from accidents. Of these. there 
were so few that the list of casualties to 
teamsters during the civil war would 
scarcely furnish forth the bill of mor- 
tality of an “affair,” or even of a skir- 
mish. If teamsters are to be pensioned, 
there is, of course, no reason why any 
other class of civilian employés in the 
military service should not be pensioned 
also, such as draughtsmen in the En- 
gineers’ or clerks in the Quartermaster’s 
Department. Nay, the voice of the sut- 
ler would presently be heard in the land, 
demanding his back pay, or backsheesh. 
The proposal of the teamsters is, at any 
rate, a “reductio ad absurdum” of the 
whole pension grab, and, up to date, its 
most ridiculous and impudent manifes- 
tation.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—We are equally interested and mysti- 
fied by the phrase 
which is now appearing so often in the dlis- 
patches from Japan. Books on that coun- 
try, so far as we remember, make no spe- 


‘cial mention of these aged persons, or of 


any particular function they exercise in the 
Japanese Government, but the words have 
evidently acquired, whether recently or not 
we do not know, a distinctive meaning, 
which has been recognized by most news- 
papers, after some natural hesitation, by 
printing them with capital letters, The 
dispatches indicate that the Elder States- 
men are a body of high officials whose 
days for active service are over, but who 
are summoned in times of grave emergency 
to advise the Emperor and his Ministers. 
The idea is an attractive one on the face 
of it, but of its practical value doubts are 
permissible. Statesmen do not retire for 
age once for a hundred times when they 
are more or less vigorously assisted into 
obscurity because of failing powers of mind 
and body, and the chances of getting from 
such a class as a class any advice of inevi- 
table, or even probable, value are rather 
small. The Japanese, however, know their 
own business, Governmental and other, ex- 
tremely well, and whatever use they make 
of their sages is presumably justified in 
some measure by the results thereof. We 
do not give our own elder statesmen the 
dignity of capitals and we do not call them 
into executive council—so far, at least, as 
formally ‘announced, We have them, of 
course, but their influence depends almost 
not at all on their age and almost entirely 
on whether they are in or out of office. For 
the most part, those who are in do not sup- 
ply advice on request, but give orders or 
work pulls of various sorts, with objects 
not invariably determined and limited by 
the public interest. Messrs. Quay and 
PLaTT are elder statesmen, if not Elder 
Statesmen, but in case a battle for the 
Nation’s life threatened, no very large 
ropes would be employed in dragging them 
to the White House. Here, what we con- 
ceive to be the services of Japan’s Elder 
Statesmen are performed, at least so far as 
the giving of advice goes, by the great 
editorial brotherhood, the members of 
which, from their cells or hutches, are 
always ready to criticise and suggest on 
any phase of human or inhuman activity. 
The only fault people ever find with them 
is that they know everything, are always 
right as to facts, and never miss a shot 
at any range in prophecy—peculiarities that 
earn respect but not affection from the 
commonalty, 


—It will be noticed with general satis- 
faction that Gov. MurpHy of New Jersey 
has been infected by none of the heresies 
on the child labor question that weré re- 
cently promulgated by that remarkable 
survival from another age, Mr. W. C. Gar- 
RISON, the head of the State Bureau of 
Labor and Statistics. Mr. GarRIson, it will 
be remembered, was disposed to grieve over 
the hardships imposed upon languid parents 
and manufacturers not in business for the 
health of themselves or their employés, by 
the laws which insist that children shall at 
least have recovered from the disturbances 
incidental to the weaning process before 
they are set to work for their own living 
or that Of other people, and he came pretty 
near hinting that by himself, at least, those 
laws wouldn’t be kept awake much o’ 
nights. Gov. MURPHY in his message to the 
Legislature: quiets any apprehensions that 
Mr. GARRISON may have aroused in civilized 
minds. The Governor declares the child la- 
bor laws of New Jersey not a bit too 
stringent; he moans no moans over the dif- 
ficulties that have been placed in the way 
of those desirous of exploiting the industrial 
possibilities of infancy, and he promises, for 
himself and his Factory Inspector, that the 
campaign against the baby-killers shall not 
be weakened or turned aside. He only sug- 
gests that the earnestness which New Jer- 
sey has displayed in protecting its children 
and the progress it has made in remedying 


old abuses should not be interpreted as

meaning that the State has been particu- 
larly sinful In the past or that its barbarity 
was above that of its neighbors. That is a 
fair request, but the Governor needn’t wor- 
ry. His putting an end to the atrocities of 
child labor will count for himi and his State, 
not the fact that there were atrocities to 
be ended, “‘ Fortunately, I think,’’ he says— 
and the rest of us will edit out the comma— 
“the law does not permit of any exceptions. 
The future welfare of these children, who 
will soon become men and women, is of 
mote importance than the saving of the 
difference in the wages between boys’ labor 
and men’s, and I do not think the time has 
come in New Jersey when we can sacrifice 
the well-being of the young to the selfish 
interests of any industry.”’ That is good 
talk, and it more than makes up for what 
Mr, GARRISON said—and then half explained 
away, but only half. 


——One B. C. Hurraker, who writes to 
Harper’s Weekly from Eagle, West Va., on 
the somewhat worn and jaded subject of the 
Southerner’s fervid affection for the negro, 
puts a refreshing element of—shall we say 
“frankness ’’?—in his letter when he re- 
marks: “ Isolated facts amount to nothing 
in such a discussion as this; the rule is 
everything, and, as a rule, the relation ex- 
isting between the two races is most cor- 
dial. It is a mistake to suppose that we 
look askance at the negro and the negro 
askance at us. We laugh and jest and 
talk, and each bears an affection for the 
other race which is altogether real. We 
like him and he likes us far better, if the 
truth must be told, than either of us likes 
the Northerner, Each race understands and 
appreciates the other, and there are not 
many things which either would not willingly 
do for the other in the way of favors in the 
ordinary affairs of life.”

HurrakerR chooses to do—what? Not to 
keep still, evidently, and we seek light on 
the question whether or not what he tells 
as to the relative esteem of Southerners 
for negroes and Northerners is as accurate 
as Mr. EHvurraker doubtless intended and 
supposed it to be. The problem is interest- 
ing and not without importance. We have 
ourselves, in somewhat frequent converse 
with Southerners, noted no tendency on 
thelr part to regard their Northern ac- 
quaintances with an eye that judges them 
less kindly than the black brother, or that 
makes any sort of comparison between the 
two, But Mr. HurrakKER says otherwise, 
and presumably he has had opportunities 
for observation and has utilized them to 
One purpose or another. We present his 
conclusion not because we consider it of 
momentous import, but simply in the tnter- 
est of sport. The comments on it in both 
North and South ought to add to the pleas- 
ing vivacity of inter-sectional converse

Attorney General’s Work Against 
Unlawful Trade Combinations. 


Court Proceedings Are Now Pending 
Against Fourteen Railroads in Al- 
leged Illegal Rebate Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox to-day transmitted to the House 
his reply to the resolution asking for in- 
formation regarding the manner in which 
he had expended the special appropriation 
of $500,000 for anti-trust prosecutions. 

A detailed statement of expenditures 
shows ‘that a total of $25,985 has been dis- 
bursed from the appropriation. Of this 
amount $5,541 was paid to William A. Day, 
assistant to the Attorney General; $3,750 to 
M. D. Purdy, Assistant Attorney General; 
$3,214 to W. M. Cillier, special assistant to 
the Attorney General, and $10,000 to D. T. 
Watson as special counsel in the case of 
the Government against the Northern Se- 
curities Company. 

The Attorney General submits a state- 
ment describing the nature of the cases 
prosecuted, beginning with the Northern 
Securities case now awaiting decision by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
The Beef Trust case he describes as “a 
proceeding in equity brought under the 
anti-trust act, in the Northern Judicial Dis- 
trict of Illinois to dissolve an alleged un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy between 
seven corporations, one partnership, and 
twenty-three individuals, engaged in the 
business of purchasing live stock, convert- 
ing the same into fresh and cured meats, 
and shipping and selling the products to 
dealers and consumers throughout the 
United States and in foreign countries.” 

This case is before the Supreme Court of 
the United States from the Circuit Court, 
which overruled a demurrer interposed by 
the defendants and demanded the cause, 

Railroad injunction suits are proceeding 
in equity under the anti-trust act against 
fourteen railroad companies, of which eight 
are pending in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Western District of Missouri 
and six before the same court for the 
Northern District of Illinois. 

“The object of the proceedings,” the At- 
torney General says, “‘ was to break up an 
unlawful combination between the rail- 
road companies and certain favored ship- 
pers whereby the latter were granted re- 
bates or concessions from the published 
rates of the railroads for carrying grain 
and other products from one State to an- 
other.” Testimony in these cases is now 
being taken. 

The case of the Jacksonville Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association is pending in equity 
under the anti-trust act in the Circuit 
Court of Florida for the purpose of dis- 
solving a ‘combination of wholesale 
grocers.” In case of the Federal Salt 
Company for having created a combination 
and monopoly to control and enhance the 
price of salt, the defendants pleaded guilty 
May 12, 1903, and were fined $1,000, 

A case against the coal-carrying roads is 
now pending before the Supreme Court of 
the United States, to be heard on March 
7, on a motion to compel witnesses to give 


testimony before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, and to produce books and 


apers demanded by the commission in an } 


nvestigation of the method of conducting 
business as pursued by the roads.

FAVOR NEW FINANCIAL BILLS. 


One Authorizes Banks to Loan on Real 
Estate; Another Permits Treasury 
to Buy Local Bonds.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Three bills re- 
lating to National banks and the currency 
were acted on to-day by the Sub-Committee 
of the House Banking Committee having 
charge of the measures, 

The bill of Mr. Lewis of Georgia, a mem- 
ber of the Banking Committee, amending 
the banking act so as to authorize National 
banks to loan on mortgages or other real 
estate securities to an amount equal to 40 
per cént, of the value of the property, the 
aggregate amount to be thus loaned by any 
banking association being limited to 25 per 
cent. of its capital, was favorably reported 
to the full Committee. Requests for such 
an act have come from every section, the 
agricultural districts especially. 

The Sub-Committee also recommended 
favorably the resolution of Mr. Prince of 
Illinois, directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to report the names of all Nation- 
al banks which held public deposits, other 
than those of disbursing oficers, on Dec. 
81, 1892-1903 with the average amount held 
by each and the amount of interest that 
would have been paid by each at a 2 per 
cent, rate. 

The Aldrich bill of the last Congress pro- 
vided for interest on deposits of public 
money, and this resolution is to ascertain 
what amount would have been earned by 
the Government money if interest had 


been charged. It is believed that the 
amount will be shown to be so large as to 
arouse a popular demand for the passage of 
an interest bill. Assuming that average 
aggregate holdings are $100,000,000 the Gov- 
ernment would derive $2,000,000 annually in 
the form of interest, and the ground for 
charges of favoritism in selecting deposi- 
tories would be removed. 

The Sub-Committee will report without 
recommendation a bill authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to invest $100,000,000 
of the surplus in the bonds of State, city, 
or County. at the rate of $5,000,000 per 
month until the $100,000,000 mark shall 
have been reached. 


RAILWAY RATE INQUIRY. 


Senator Quarles Asks the Senate to 
Demand Information. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Senator Quarles 
to-day introduced a resolution directing the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to fur- 
nish a report showing the principal changes 
in railway tariff rates and an estimate of 
the effect of such changes on the revenues 
of railway corporations during the fiscal 
years ended June 30, 1900, 1901, 1902, and 
1908, as compared with the revenues that 


would have been derived by them under the 
rates and classifications in force during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1899. 

The resolution is directed particularly at 
the rates on iron and steel, coal, lumber, 
grain, flour, hay, and sugar. 


Would License Customs Brokers. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Representative 
Hill of Connecticut introduced a bill to-day 
providing for the licensing of customs bro- 
kers. The bill was prepared at the Treas- 


ury Department. It authorizes Collectors 
of Customs to issue licenses to reputable 
persons as customs brokers, but does not 
prohibit importers from transacting their 
own business with Customs Collectors.

. ATTACK ON 
THE MERIT SYSTEM 


Committee of the Whole Against 
Commission’s Salaries. 


Action Likely to be Reversed When Bill 
Is Reported—Civil Service Admin- 
istration Denounced. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—In the House 
to-day, the annual assault was made on 
civil service reform, led by Messrs. Gros- 
venor and Hepburn, resulting in striking 
out the paragraph from the Legislative 
Appropriation bill which provides for the 
salaries and expenses of the Civil Service 
Commission by a vote of 78 to 65, This ex- 
pression was secured by a rising vote, 
which was made up of members on both 
sides, the division not being on party lines. 

Preceding the vote there was considerable 
debate, the opponents of the merit system 
exhibiting great bitterness toward it, Mr. 
Hepburn declaring that civil service re- 
form as administered was a humbug and a 
fraud. The remarks of the leaders of the 
opposition to the appropriation were fre- 
quently applauded on both sides of the 
chamber. After the vote Gen. Bingham, 
who ts in charge of the measure, gave no- 
tice that he would ask for a yea and nay 
vote when the bill is reported to the House, 
the adverse action having been in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. 

This raid on the civil service system is an 
annual performance, and several times in 
the past motions to strike out the appro- 
priation have prevailed in Committee of the 
Whole, It has rarely received the approval 
of the House, however, and never has been 
entirely successful, the Senate voting to re- 
store the appropriation when the action of 
the House was adverse, 

No record of votes in Committee of the 
Whole is made, and therefore those who are 
opposed to the merit system but have not 
the courage to exhibit thelr hostility in the 
open take advantage of the shelter afford- 
ed by the Committee of the Whole and 
strike at the annual appropriation. 

But when the bill is reported to the House 
and these members are confronted with the 
roll call they reverse themselves and cast 
their votes against the action of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole in eliminating the ap- 
propriation., It is highly probable this will 
be the result of to-day’s contention when 
the bill cOmes to be voted on in the House. 

The elimination of the appropriation for 
the support of the Civil Service Commission 
would not have the effect desired by the 
enemies of the merit system. That is in- 
trenched in the law, and failure to supply 
the required appropriations might cripple 
the commission and cause considerable in- 
convenience, but would not destroy the sys- 
tem. The obligation to furnish the neces- 
sary supplies to carry out the law would 
remain, and the Government would be lia- 
ble for the compefsation of the Commis- 
sioners and their clerical aides and all other 
authorized expenditures. 

The only way by which the merit system 
can be destroyed is by a repeal of the law 
authorizing it or by such amendments and 
modifications as will defeat its object. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, in speaking 
against the civil service administration, 
asked why an appointment should not be 
as properly made upon the recommenda- 
tion of a representative of the people as to 
have the President appoint a Foulkegto be 
purveyor of all the appointments. He de- 
manded to know why the Committee on 
Civil Service Reform had been sitting on 
the safety valve, saying that if a vote was 
permitted the Civil Service Commission 
would be stripped of a vast amount of its 
power. 

Mr. Grosvenor then said: ‘‘ When this 
law went into effect the expenditures un- 
der the bill now pending here amounted to 
about $20,000,000; to-day they amount to 
$30,000,000, and we are told that the reason 
for that is that 16 per cent. of this amount 
—that is the estimate given to me yester- 
day—is paid to men absolutely worthless 
to the public service, so that we have prac- 
tically a civil pension. 

“Tt is enough to say that the expendi- 
tures under this system have increased 30 
per cent. It is enough to say that under 
this system the wrongs and outrages and 
irregularities and crimes that are charged 
to-day, if they did not originate under the 
civil service administration, have been cov- 
ered through the administration of that 
system up to date.” 

Mr. Norris (Neb.) spoke in favor of the 
present civil service administration because, 
he said, it takes the appointments from par- 
tisan politics. 

Mr. Bartlett, (Ga.,) taking up the report 
of Fourth Assistant Postmaster General - 
Bristow, addressed himself to the civil 
service system, referring to statements 
made by Mr. Bristow. Mr. Bartlett charged 
that in the appointment of the Chief of the 
Supply Division of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, according to the Bristow report, the 
civil service law had been violated. 

“JT eall attention to this,” he said, “ be- 
cause it is on the very threshold of this re- 
port, and the man who violated it, the man 
who encouraged it, the man who started it, 
the man who asked it, is a former First As- 
sistant Postmaster General—Perry Ss. 
Heath, now Secretary of the National Re- 
publican Committee.” 

Mr. Hepburn declared that he was not in- 
clined to criticise the heads of the.commis- 
sion, “ but,’’ he said, .‘“‘ the civil service as 
it is administered is a fraud and a hum- 
bug.” This statement met applause on 
both sides of the House. Mr. Hepburn 
added that if the Republican Party was re- 
sponsible for the administration of the af- 
fairs of the Government, the friends of 
that party should hold ail of the availabie 
places. 

He referred to an interview he had had 
with the head of a department having over 
600 clerks, who had stated that he had fifty 
clerks who could not get to their desks if 
the elevators in the building were not run- 
ning, and that, should he be permitted to 
select his own force, he could do all the 
business with 200 clerks. 

Mr. Gillett declared that he was in favor 
of a merit system and not a patronage sys- 
tem. He admitted that the present system 
is not perfect, but said that it could be 
amended... He said the Committee on Civil 
Service had considered the question, and he 
would not oppose bringing in a bill amend- 
ing the law, but no good would come from 
striking out the paragraph in the bill pro- 
viding for the expenses of the commission. 

After Mr. Hepburn’s motion to strike out 
the provision for the Civil Service Commis- 
sion’s salaries had been carried, as above 
stated, an amendment increasing the sala- 
ries of the Governors of Arizona and New 
Mexico from $3,000 to $3,500 prevailed, and 
the committee rose without having con- 
cluded consideration of the bill. The House 
adjourned at 6:05 o'clock until to-morrow.

matter, Civil Service Commissioners Cooley 
and Greene occupied seats in the gallery.

PORTE AT LAST GIVES IN’ 


Announces Full Acceptance of the 
Macedonian Reform Scheme. 


Refugees to be Repatriated and Amnesty 
to Ail Political Prisoners but Dyna- 
miters to be Granted. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 13.—The Porte 
has notified the Austro-Hungarian and 
Russian Ambassadors of its full acceptance 
of the Macedonian reform scheme and of 
its consent to the repatriation of the Mace- 
donian refugees. 

Amnesty to all political prisoners, with 
the exception of dynamiters, is promised. 

In conclusion the Porte draws attention 
to the armaments of Bulgaria and demands 
assurances that Bulgaria will not be per- 
mitted to nullify the work of reform. 


It is understood that Turkey has been 
practically forced to agree to the Mace- 
donian reform scheme, Austria and Russia 
threatening to occupy the disturbed region 
were the application of the scheme further 
delayed. 

The principal features of the scheme are 
the appointment of a European commander 
of the gendarmerie in Macedonia and the 
appointment of two civil agents, or Asses- 
Bors, one Russian and one Austrian, who 
are to accompany the Turkish Inspector 
General everywhere, advise him as to meas- 
ures regarded as necessary, and report on 
what they see to their Governments. 

It was announced on Jan. 3 that Lieut. 
Gen. de Giorgis of the Italian Army had 
been chosen to command the Macedonian 
gendarmerie. An Italian Generali, in pref- 
erence to one of British, French, Austrian, 
or Russian nationality, Was chosen for ob- 
vious reasons. According to the present 
plan he will enter the Turkish service and 
be paid by the Turkish Government. 

He’ will be assisted by a staff of three 
officers—one British, one Austrian, and one 
Russian—who will be paid by their own 
Governments and who will draw up a 
scheme for the reorganization of the gen- 
darmerie. They will decide as to the num- 
ber of foreign officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers to be engaged. 

The cost of maintaining the two Assessors 


—who, it is supposed, will take an equally 
important part with the European military 
officers in preventing further massacres in 
Macedonia—is to be borne by the Austrian 
and Russian Governments. — 


MUTINY IN TURKISH ARMENIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 13.—A serious 
mutiny broke out recently among the garri- 
son of Van, Turkish Armenia, owing to 
their pay being in arrears. About 500 armed 
soldiers plundered shops and attacked Ar- 
menians. 

The mutineers finally made an attack on 
the palace, from which the commander of 
the garrison fled over adjoining: roofs. 


HERBERT SPENCER’S WILL. 


A Remarkable Document—Income from 
Property to Go to Perfecting the 
“ Descriptive Sociology.” 


LONDON, Jan. 13.—Herbert Spencer's will 
is a curious document. If directs that his 
body shall be placed in a coffin with a loose 
lid and easily opened from below, and that 
the body shall be cremated and the ashes 
buried, all without any species of religious 
ceremony. 

All rights and property in Spencer’s books 
and investments are given to the trustees, 
the Hon. Auberon Herbert, Dr. Henry 
Charlton Bastian, and David Duncan, with 
instructions to employ the yearly revenue 
“in resuming and continuing during such 
period as may be needed for fulfilling my 
express wishes, but not exceeding the life- 
time of all descendants of Queen Victoria 
who shall be living at my decease and of 
the survivors and survivor of them, and 
for twenty-one years after the death of 
such survivor, the publication of the exist- 
ing parts of my ‘ Descriptive Sociology,’ 
and the compilation and publication of the 
fresh parts thereof upon the plan followed 
in the parts already published.”’ 

Afterward all copyrights, stereotype 
plates, &c., are to be auctioned and the pro- 
ceeds divided between a number of scien- 
tific societies. 

The will orders that Herbert Spencer’s 
autobiography is to be published simul- 
taneously in Great Britain and the United 


States, and requests David Duncan to write 
a biography in one volume of moderate size. 

Another interesting clause follows: 

*“*T give to Charles Holme, son of my late 
friend, George Holme, of Derby, in re- 
membrance of his father having saved my 
life when a boy, the watch presented to me 
by friends in Boston, United States cf 
America, and so inscribed, together with 
the attached chain, and I hope the legatee 
may think it well to keep it in his family 
as an heirloom.” 

In a codicil Mr. Spencer reiterates his ob- 
jection to the metric system, and expresses 
the desire that whenever a bill shall be in- 
troduced in Parliament on the subject his 
pamphlet against the system shall be re- 

rinted and distributed to the members of 

th Houses.

Institute Plans for St. Louis Exposition 
Exhibits in New York. 


At the annual meeting of the American 
Institute of Social Service yesterday at 287 
Fourth Avenue, Dr. William H. Tolman, 
the Director, announced that the privi- 
lege of transferring the exhibits of Frarice, 
Germany, and Italy to this city after the 
St. Louis Exposition had been secured by 
the institute. Other features which were 
contained in the annual report included an 
exposition of what is being done in Europe 
in developing the museum of security idea, 
and which is to become one of the principal 
features of the Social Service Institute in 
this city. 

The scheme consists of an exhibit of all 
the life-saving devices known, with the 
idea of securing their adoption by men who 
operate mills, railroads,, and factories 
where the lives of men are .jeopardized. 
Statistics show that 50,000 men annually 
lose their lives at their several occupations. 

Among the other subjects brought up for 
discussion was the book which the institute 
is preparing and. which is intended princi- 
pally for hallroom dwellers in New York. 
The book is written on the knowledge that 
young men and women, who are forced to 
live in those ¢onfined quarters, are gener- 
ally new-comers to the city, who do not 
know where to go of an evening, and on 
the still further knowledge that there are 
many places of interest where they could 
spend a pleasant and profitable evening 
without cost if only they knew of them. 

When the scheme was first suggested 
many prominent citizens were asked to ex- 
press their views upon the feasibility of 
such a book, and replies were’ generally 


commendatory, Miss Helen Miller Gould 
among the number. 

The institute is negotiating with several 
well-known philanthropists with a view to 
getting them to endow the institute. A 
building is needed, not only for the exhibit 
from the St. Louis Exposition, but also for 
the museum of security. 

During the continuance of the St. Louis 
Exposition the following men will make 
their headquarters at the home of the in- 
stitute: German Commissioner General Le- 
wald, Russian Commissioner General Alex- 
androvsky, English Commissioner General 
Watson, and French Commissioner General 
Legrave.

Man Who Presented Jews’ Petition 
to President Passes Away. 


Work of Leader in Charitable Undertak-: 


ings Eulogized by Dr. Singer—Mr. 
Roosevelt Telegraphs to Widow.

Leo N. Levi, President of the Executive 
Committee of the Independent Order of 
B'nai B'rith, lawyer and writer, who pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt on June 15 
of last year the Jews’ petition for Amer- 
ican interference to save Russian Jews 
from persecution, died in the Memorial Hos- 
pital at 5 o'clock yesterday morning. 

President Roosevelt, as soon as he heard 
of Mr. Levi’s death, sent to Mrs. Levi the 
following telegram: 

“Pray accept my heartfelt sympathy.” 

Mr. Levi’s death was caused by an at- 
tack of jaundice, with which he had veen 
ill only a short time. An operation, per- 
formed last Thursday, only delayed the 
end. The funeral, which will be attended 
by representatives of many societies, is io 
be held in the Temple Emanu-El to-morrow 
morning at 9:30 o’clock. 

He was born on Sept. 15, 1856, in Vic- 
toria, Texas, and his father was Abraham 
Levi, who died about twelve months ago, 
at the age of eighty years. After studying 
at the University of Virginia, Leo Levi 
was permitted because of a special statute 
enacted in his behalf to practice law in 
Texas a year before he reached the age 
limit. His practice in that State continued 
for twenty-one years, and in 1888 he came 
to this city, where he established a law of- 
fice at 27 Pine Street. After coming here, 
as before, he was identified with Jewish 
charity and was a leaéer in the social 4nd 
political Nfe of his race, 

For years he was Judge ofsthe Court of 
Appeals of the Independent Order of B'nai 
B'rith, and served as President of District 
No. 7. His lodge was the Zacharias Fran- 
kel of Galveston. In 1900 he was elected, 
with hardly a dissenting vote, to the Pres!i- 
dency of the order, which has come to be a 
recognized power, its lodges now number- 
ing more than 300 in the United States, and 
its total membership more than 31,000. The 
movement to frame the Kishineff petition 
was launched and nourished by him until 


he was ready, with a backing of thousands 
of signatures, to present it-to the President 
and Secretary Hay last Summer. 

One of his latest achievements in chari- 
table work was the establishment of 
‘“‘down-town headquarters’ for the Order 
of B'nai B'rith at 106 Forsyth Street. Four 
lodgés meet there, their special mission be- 
ing the amelioration of the condition of 
Russian and& Roumanian Jews arriving in 
this country. It was through the influence 
of the four lodges that the joint appear- 
ance of Bishop Henry C. Potter of the 
nppcopel Church and the Rey. Dr. Emil 

Hirsch, the Jewish preacher of Chicago, 
oot the same platform was arranged for the 
‘Educational Alliance in December,1902. The 
lodges also brought about the orthopaedic 
re performed in the Beth Israel 

spital upon twelve poor Jewish children 
by Dr. Friederich Mueller, assistant of Dr. 
Lorenz, during the visit of the two Vien- 
nese surgeons to America. 

Mr. Levi lived at 54 West Ninety-first 
Street. He is survived by a widow and six 
children. 

“By his death American Judaism has 
suffered an irreparable loss,’’ said Dr. Isi- 
dor Singer, editor of the Jewish Encyclo- 
paedia, last night. ‘‘ And above all, it is 
a misfortune to the vicW¥ims of Russian and 
Roumanian barbarity. To their welfare he 
devoted unfailing energy. Along with Jacob 
H. Schiff he was recognized as the leader 
of American Judaism. He was the noblest 
type of the American Jew—patriotic, but no 
less a stafich supporter of his people every- 
where. He was the first Jewish statesman 
to be produced in America, and was known 
as such in the entire European Jewry. He 
was but forty-four years old when he be- 
came the chief of the most powerful Jewish 
association in the world.” 

Mr. Levi was a contributor to magazines 
and wrote several books, the latest and 
probably the best known of which is ‘*‘ Mod- 
ern Dispersion,’’ a volume relating to the

COL. CHARLES DENBY DEAD. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Col. 


Charles Denby of Evansville, Ind., United 
States Minister to China during the admin- 
istrations of Presidents Cleveland and Har- 
rison, died suddenly at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, aged about seventy years. 

Col. Denby lectured‘ here last night. 
About midnight he was stricken with heart 
trouble. 


Col, Charles Denby, diplomat, soldier, 
and for thirteen years United States Minis- 
ter to China, was a Virginian by birth, and 
a Hoosier by adoption. With Oliver P. 
Morton, Schuyler Colfax, Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, ‘Benjamin Harrison, William S. Hol- 
man, and Daniel W. Voorhees he was one 
of the galaxy of statesmen that brought 
lustre upon Indiana 

Col. Denby was born June 16, 1830, at 
Mount Joy, Botetourt County, Va., and in 
1850, when he graduated from the Virginia 
Military ‘nstitute, he accepted a professor- 
ship in the Masonic University at Selma, 
Ala., where he remained for three years. 
Newspaper work enticed him to Indiana. 
He became assistant easter of The Evans- 
ville Enquirer, till in 1855 he was admitted 
to the Indiana bar. The next year he was 
elected to the Legislature as a Democrat,

JOHN /P. SCHMENGER DEAD. 


The announcement of the death of John 
Philip Schmenger, in his seventy-first year, 
at his residence, 189 East Sixteenth Street,

When sales of stocks scarcely exceed 
200,000 shares and sales of bonds fall 
below $2,000,000 at this season of the 
year it will be admitted that something 
like a record for January dullness is 
reached. The business done was simi- 
larly exceptional for its confused, un- 
certain tone. It was the sort of mar- 
ket which looks strong to bears and 
weak to bulls, being about equally un- 
Satisfactory to both. This would seem 
to be a good quality under conditions 
which in themselves give no lead to trad- 
ers. When peace or war may be an issue 
of a day or two's developments and when 
those nearest the scene cannot make up 
their minds about the outlook it is emi- 
nently sensible that this market should 
hold itself in check, ready for either con- 
tingency. Our security market affords no 
clue to what is thought upon this sub- 
ject, such price movements as there are 
being special and technical. Neither does 
the extreme ease of the money market 
afford any just hope of peace. It is a 
sign only of redundancy of supply which, 
under our system, there is no method of 
reducing témporarily, and which accord- 
ingly congests here most objectionably, 
with the natural effect of moving sterling 
toward the gold export point. A truer 
war index is found in the commodity 
markets, and they pointed toward small- 
er hopes of peace. The leaders of the 
cotton bulls may talk about the stimu- 
lating effect of war, but their followers 
made haste to sell upon’ Berlin’s fears of 
hostilities. The full force of the fall was 
not felt upon the Exchange, sales upon 
the curb later being at further conces- 
sicns. Another influence affecting the 
fall was an estimate by a good firm, 
hitherto accurate and moderate in its 
forecasts, putting the yield at 10,745,000 
bales. If the cotton bulls are right they 
pre entitled to a triumph, and if the bears 
are wrong they have a multitude of good 
company, and all the arguments except 
the price, which is guaranteed only so 
long as the freight is paid. The bread- 
stuff and provision markets were also 
nervous, with a tendency to higher prices 
upon the later dealings. = 

Looking at such price changes as there 
were, the fall of 4 in Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga reflected disappointment in the 
rate.at which dividends are resumed. The 
further fall in Chicago and Alton follows 
naturally enough from the apparency of 
the manipulation in it, which it is no 
more than polite to suspend while ob- 
servation is focused so upon it. The 
Steels were quiet and‘firm. The rises are 
few, but the Soo stocks showed either 
belief in the reports about the dividend 
increase or more probably purchases by 
those who would like to have the story 
believed. Upon the curb Cuban Revolu- 
tionary 6s rose 22, to 90, upon the re- 
public’s resolving to pay the interest. A 
fall in Seaboard Air Line to its minimum 
Was an appropriate reflection of the pro- 
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posal to give a bonus of stock to promote 
| the pending financing. -

SEEK AMERICAN 1c ICE PROXIES. 


Circular Sent Out Is No Not Approved by 
the Stockholders’ Protective 
Committee. 


A movement to secure proxies for the 
annual meeting of the American Ice Com- 
pany next March that came to the public 
attention yesterday through a circular let- 
ter signed by John Greenough, lawyer, of 
40 Wall Street, and C. I. Hudson, a broker, 
of 36 Wall Street, was disapproved of be- 
fore the day was over by representatives of 
the stockholders’ protective committee 
which recently completed an extended ex- 
amination of the company’s affairs. 

When the circular was called to the atten- 
tion of President Schoonmacher of- the 
American Ice Company yesterday after- 
noon he said: 

‘Mr. Greenough was one of the gentle- 
men associated with Mr. Morse in the or- 
ganization of the Consolidated Ice Com- 
pany. I do not know that he has any con- 
nection with Mr. Morse now, and I am in- 
clined to believe that he is seeking control 
of the company rather in his own interests, 
for he claims that the American Ice Com- 
pany is responsible for $250,000 of the bonds 
of the Maryland Ice Company, which he 
represents—a claim which we distinctly re- 
pudiate.”’ 

John A. Sleicher, Chairman of the stock- 
holders’ protective committee, said of the 
matter yesterday: 

“A number of stockholders have already 
written to me that they desired to send 
me their proxies for the annual meeting. 
Some of them have written me that they 
supposed the Greenough circular emanated 
from the stockholders’ committee, and I 
have told them that any proxies sent ta the 
Greenough committee would be vitiated and 
superseded by later proxies that might be 
sent to the stockholders’ committee.
